Laborfest Traffic Plan Unveiled 



The 1990 Labor Day Task Force traffic plan restricts most traffic, 
east of Birdneck Road, to k)cal residents, employees and business own- 
ers. It also restricts traffic on Atlantic Avenue from the Loop to 42nd 
Street. Atlantic Avenue will be used for a festival area and will be 
crowded with pedestrians, but will stilhopen to trolleys and authorized 
vehicles going to and from specific points. 

Pacific Avenue will be used as a feeder route to Atlantic Avenue. All 
traffic going to Atlantic Avenue will use Pacific Avenue to reach the 
area, then go over to Atlantic Avenue via special entry points left open 
for that purpose. 

All residents on and east of Pacific Avenue, employees, hotel guests 
and others so authorized, will have to be issued a pass that will allow 
them access into the restricted area, depending upon their needs and the 
city's guidelines for entry to the area. 

Hotel guest passes will be for a one-time entry and will be collected 
upon hotel registration. Deliver and service vehicles tfiat are obviously 



mariced as such will only be allowed free access into the restricted areas 
based upon the conditions existing>at the time and place that access is 
requested. 

Tidewater Regional Transit wilt provide bus service to two parking 
areas and to Redwing Park. There will be a "mass transit lane" estab- 
lished on Route 44, from Lynnhaven Parkway to 21st Street and At- 
lantic Avenue. 

All traffic eastbound on Route 44 will be instructed by signs that 
there is no parking at the Oceanfrant Directional signs will lead them 
off of the expressway to the satdlile parking lots. Mass transit vehicles 
and those vehicles with "passprnts" will be allowed to exit die express- 
way at 21st Street and will be diracted to their destination. All others 
will be returned to the expressway ion 22nd Street and sent west. Direc- 
ticMial signs will then lead them to the proper parking areas. 

The city's Labor Day trc^c ma^and Labor Day-relaud information 
is sublet to change. 



Laborfest Questions And Answers 



Will the city release publicity after this event? Will 
there be a complete accounting of the weekend? 

AIJ information relating to Laborfest '90 is public information, ex- 
cept certain police data. Under the Freedom of Information Act, anyone 
can request to see city materials. Thel^bor Day Task Force Office will 
be providing a report to the city manager, documenting the process that 
went into coordinating the weekend. This, too, is public information. 

What changes in ordinances have been proposed allow- 
ing residents of Virginia Beach to use city parks after 
dark? 

No city ordinances have been changed to allow residents to use city 
parks after dark. City council was able to approve the issuance of a 
permit for Redwing Park because the existing ordinance referencing the 
park's use specifically states that the city manager cannot issue a per- 
mit. 

Will Labor Day Community Coordination Committee 
members actively participate in "activities" that weekend? 

The Labor Day Community Coordination Committee will be ac- 
tively involved during Laborfest '90 as volunteers, and several commit- 
tee members belong to non-profit groups sponsoring events. 

Will each city council member be actively participating 
in "activities" that weekend? 

The committee cannot speak for the individual council members. 
City officials hope that they will be present to dem(xistrate their sup- 
port, and volunteer to assist in some capacity. 

The city attorney has announced cutbacks in case loads 
in the city's courts, due to lack of funding and/or staff. 
With a crowd of this magnitude, ordinance infractions 
will be taking place. With "100,000 visitors," a one per- 
cent ticketing and/or arrest rate would mean 1,000 per- 
sons. Will the city attorney make an effort to make sure 
these persons are handled properly, or will minor infrac- 
tions be overlooked? 

First, some clarification is needed. The commonwealth's attorney is 
the one who has indicated he would cut back on caseloads, not the city 
attorney. Secondly, city ordinances will be enforced, as they are all year 
round, during the Labor I^y weekend. Whether ot not it is in the best 
interest of the stale to prosecute certain infractions is entirely up to the 
commonwealth's attorney and not the Virginia Beach Police Depart- 
ment. Individuals who make reservations for the Lathodesl weekend will 
be provided with a brochure which welcomes them to Virginia Beach 
and outlines local laws. 

What is the projected cost to the city for the weekend 
(overtime, printing, consultants, etc.)? 

The city is currently not projecting any costs for the Labor Day 
weekend. This isn't to say that some overtime won't be required or ap- 
proved. The details for the weekend have not been completed and until 
they are, no estimates as to the number of personnel involved can be 
given. The Community Coordination Committee imticipates a large 
number of volunteers will be used during the weekend. 

The printing costs which have already occurred are being reimbursed 
to the city by donations. The city's print shop did the initial printing, 
because it needed to be doK as quickly wd efficiently as possible. Any 
future printing requirements will be handled with Outside funding or 
services donated. 

No consultant has been hired for the weekend, and one probably will 
not be hired. The national public relati(»is firm that is currently assist- 
ing with some Labor Day issues was hired to assist die city in an ovo-- 
all public relations effort In 1989, the city experienced a season of no 
growth in tourism. This resulted from bad weather, increased competi- 
tion and. in part, from Labor Day in 1989. This firm was hired by the 
city's local advertising firm to help restn^ the city's reputation as a nice 
place to visit and live. 

Has there been a change made to allow restaurant own- 
ers or bar owners to determine if they may selectively 
serve alcoholic beverages? 



Revising Election

According to the Virginia Akobolic Beverage Control Board, owners 
of restaurants and bars have the authority to refuse to serve someone 
who they feel has had too much to drink or who is abusive and/or 
disofderly. 

Since the name has changed from '^Greekfest" to 
"Laborfest," this obviously is no longer an event primar- 
ily for the black college students. Was information also 
sent to predominantly white colleges? If not, why not? 

Information regarding Laborfest "90 was soit to predominantly black 
coUeges and universities and schools that had a significant r^istration 
of African-American students. The Labor Day weekend has historically 
attracted only black students. In addition, Virginia Beach does not want 
to maricet itself as a college resort Since the city knew the majority of 
people coming are of African-Ammcan hoitage, that was the audience 
targeted. pi

Council Members And Civic

The recent Virginia Beach may- 
oral decision to e^point a Commit- 
tee on Reapportionment has been 
greeted with resounding approval, 
according to informal telephone in- 
terviews conducted by The Virginia 
Beach Sun. 

The reapportionment issue 
resurfaced after last spring's city 
council election. The current sys- 
tem has been in effect since the old 
city of Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County merged in 1963. 
Since then, the population has in- 
creased from 85.000 to 400,000. 

Currently, the Blackwater Bor- 
ough has only 1,035 citizens, while 
the Kempsville Borough has a 
population of 145,161. There is 
one counciimember representing 
each area. The issue is being ana- 



lyzed by an 11 -member committee 
to determine the fairest representa- 
tion among disuicts. 

Past and pr^ent councilmembers 
and several civic league representa- 
tives agree that the Virginia Beach 
election process needs revision. 

"1 think there has to be a change, 
but what I don't know," said 
Heather Malaby, Red Mill Farms 
Civic League president and 
Princess Anne Borough resident. 
"I'm not sure of the best way." 

"I'm glad we're taking a look at 
it," said recently defeated council- 
man Al Balko, who in the May 
election won by more than 1,000 
'votes in the Lynnhaven Borough, 
but lost the election by approxi- 
mately 700 votes citywide; thereby 
losing his seat on council. Balko 
said that he is glad to see "that I 
was a catalyst for change." 

At-large councilman William 
Sessoms said that although the is- 
sue has come up several times in 
the past, he is anxious to see what 
will happen this time. "1 hope it 
won't be something we just look 
at. 1 hope this time some action 
will be taken," he said.

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Streamline The Budget 

The Citizens Action Coalition is a 
six-year-old, non-partisan, 300- 
men^r civic activist group which 
monitors heal city government. 

The Citizens Actiwi Coalition, 
Inc., has for a good many years been 
a suidoit of the city budget. We have 
never iKxepted the idea that the 
budget is always lean. A budget is 
only a plw, with many hundreds of 
conuitMii/cvs, and it is a fact that 
people are always prone to budg^ on 
the high si(te. If their requests are cut, 
they will get about what they wanted 
in the first place. 

City Councilman Harokl Heis- 
ch(4)er is now telling the community 
tlat the current budget is inadequate, 
and he is making overtures for another tax increase in January. We believe that 
he is premature in his approadi and that the budget should be subjected to a 
critKal mid-year review, with the hc^ of identifying and eliminating some of 
the fat that exists in the plan. 

We v^^NiM like to state, for openers, that for many years it has been the c ity 's 
policy to give employees a paid lunch hour, either a single one-hour period ox 
a half-hour period, with two IS-minute breaks. Although of such long standing 
diat the |vactke is dmost a tradition, it is not defensible. The Coalition 
recognizes die imp(tftance of high morale for city employees, but everyoie 
must recognize thoe is a limit to taxation. It is often necessary to remind public 
administrations that they are working for the taxpaying public. 

A few years ago, when the Coalition analyzed the city budget, it was 
concluded that the pakl lunch hour was costing the city 1 ,300,000 work hours 
a year. This translates into millions of dollars in the budget. A review of the 
w(Mt schedules and work hours, on which much of the budget is based, might 
well be in order. Is it unrealistic to assume diat the taxpaying employers of the 
city expect a fair day's work for a fair day's pay? • 

Another area that needs critical review is the city 's purchasing practices. The 
history of Virginia Beach is rife with waste and outlandish expenditures, such 
as $600 for park benches, which is on par with the Defense Deparunent's 
spending $200 for bolts and $600 for hammers. Some of the land deals in which 
the city has beai involved would have caused people in the private sectw to be 
fired. Unlike their counterparts in the private sector, many pro-business 
members of city council take these matters very lightly and allow the perpetra- 
tors to go merrily on their way with a pat on the head. 

If the new city council members cut only half of the money that they pointed 
out was being wasted on consultants, there should be no difficulty in substan- 
tially cutting the budget. 

There is no question that the city has many problems, or that its ihfrasuucture 
needs are skyrocketing, as the Coalition predicted in 1985. But, before the 
council incumbents start reaching into the taxpayers' flat (not fat) wallets, they 
should sit down, examine the budget and come up with a viable plan to meet 
the city's needs, without creating additional taxes. 

Reentering Old Europe

things change, the nuire they slay the , 
same," and looking at the situation in 
Europe, I have to agree. We see the 
wave of revolutionary change sweep- 
ing Europe and die dismanUing of old 
barriers. We s^)plaud these events and 
take comfort firom diem because they 
are new. But should we? 

What many see as change, I see as 
a return to die old; a time when Eu- 
rope was a conglomerate of diverse 
culuircs and counuies. A place where 
ctlinic violence was die mle rather 
Uian die exception , and the spider web of Ueaties and alliances made diplomacy 
seem more like black magic than intercourse between civilized nations. It was 
also a place where the jingoism of "have not" nations led to adventurism diat 
pennitted governments to turn dieir citizens' auention from their failures to Uie 
promise of riches, at die expense of some less fortunate neighbor.

The Regular Education Initiative 



Virginia Beach educators have become accustomed to living with 
change. We have watched the pendulum swing from one new educational 
concept to another. So, it is not surprising to see that along with cur- 
riculum and tracking, we are now seeing possible changes in the classroom 
structure of special education. This new concept that we are seeing nation- 
ally is called the Regular Education Initiative (REI). 

The relationship between regular and special education has been an 
interesting one. Recent research presented by the National Education Asso- 
ciation executive committee indicated that approximately eleven percent of 
the population, aged birth to 20. is classified as eligible to receive special 
education services. Of that population, q>proximately 2,000,000 children 
have been identified as "learning disabled." While considwable variation in 
the identification of these children exists, much discussion has taken place 
concerning their proper educational environment Though we have fought 
to provide the most appropriate and least restrictive learning environment

Two Soviet destroyers, the Gen- 
eral Vinogradov and Boyevoy, and 
the oiler Argun, are now visiting 
San Diego for the unprecedented 
five-day visit. Along with 800 
sailors, the ships will carry a group 
of 145 Soviets, including officials, 
band members, a soccer and voHey- 
baii team, and a song and dance 
troupe. 

"This visit is important because 
it shows that East-West tensions 
are easing," said Mullins, a 20-year- 
old Navy sonar technician and a 
1987 J. J. Kelly High School 
graduate. "It is also important be- 
cause we will actually meet and talk 
with our Soviet counterparts." 
Kelly High School is located in 
Wise, Va. 

The visit was part of a military 
exchange program established with 
. the Soviets by Adm. William 
I Crowe, former chairman of the 
U.S. joint Chiefs of Staff. Last 
July, three Soviet Navy ships vis- 
ited Norfolk. The U.S. Navy visited 
Sevastopol in the Crimea last 
September and will visit Vladivos- 
tock in the Soviet Far East this 
September. 

The Leahy has been part of his- 
tory between the two countries be- 
fore. In 1972, the cruiser became 
the first U.S. Navy ship since 
World War II to visit the Soviet 
Union. 

American and Soviet sailors will 
meet face-lo-face to learn more 
about each other's Navy and how 
their jobs and lifestyles compare. 
While the Soviets are in San 
Diego, they will visit the fleet and 
naval training centers, fire fighting 
and damage control schools, and at- 
tend a wreath-laying ceremony. 
Visits to the San Diego and Sea 
World are also on the agenda, along 
with a beach party and western-style 
rodeo and barbecue. 

"I am hoping to learn much 
about their Navy and their country," 
said Mullins, a petty officer third 
class. "Some of the things I would 
like to learn is how their Navy is 
set up, the ranks of offices and en- 
listed servicemen, how much they 
get paid and their basic naval U'adi- 
tions." 

Although Mullins expects to 
learn things about the Soviet Navy, 
he also hopes to show the Soviet 
sailors something about the pride, 
professionalism and quality of life 
of the American sailor. 

"I hope they leam that America 
is a peaceful nation, made up of 
many different races," said MuUins. 
"I want them to understand how our 
government and our economy 
works. Most of all, I hope they 
understand we would like to be 
friaids."

the availability of services lo the regular education student would also be 
enhanced. What it was not meant to do was to keep children out of special 
education programs, nor was it meant to prematurely remove children from 
programs. 

In order to ensure that the suidents' needs are being adequately met, it 
would appear that people who are most directly involved with the student, 
such as parents and teachers within the student's school, should have input 
into what would be in the child's best interests. Further, schools would be 
better served where site-based decision-making was a part of the daily flow 
of activities. In situations where the special education teachers services 
were more consultative, their expertise should be used to benefit all chil- 
dren. Direct service delivery could also be included. 

Sensitivity to children's needs should be a top priority. Class size con- 
tinues to be an issue, which becomes a critical in a situation where the 
REI is being implemented. Classrooms with many children clamoring for 
the teacher's individual attention become doomed to failure in a situation 
where there are children with special neefjs who also need considerable at- 
tention. Smaller classes and/or situations where the students are "weighted" 
according lo their specific need provide a better learning and teaching envi- 
ronment. / 

As we begin to see REl's implementation, we see the immense chal- 
lenge which it provides us all. Issues, such as availability of materials and 
class size, continue lo be issues which will be present in any successful 
bid for educational change.

Judy Connors, Water Oaks 
Condo Association secretary, was 
one of the IS Virginia BeiK;h citi- 
zens who attended the July 18 pub- 
lic hearing of the matter, "lliere 
seems to be a need fot a betta way 
of doing it," she said. "We're all 
concerned about it." Connors is a 
Bayside Borough resident, which is 
home to approximately 67,774 
citizens. 

Although the demand for 
reappOTtionment in Virginia Beach 
aiq)»u^ obvious, the solution to the 
problem is not There are many 
suggestions as to how the process 
should be amoided 

Robert Fentress, Virginia Beach 
Vice-mayor, had one solution. "It 
appears to me," he said, "that with 
the number of people living in 
Virginia Beach, it would be better 
to leave 11 councilmembers and 
reapportion the city into 10 fairly 
equal bcvoughs or districts. 

"However, when I say fiairly, we 
must give consideration to how to 
redistrict the Pungo and Blackwater 
Boroughs because they are totally 
differ^t areas. Also, the Virginia 
Beach Borough, which is my bor- 
ough, has the largest amount of 
commercial property, so it should 
be looked at diffinenUy. 

"Kempsville is big enough to be 
a city by itself. I think that the 
mayor should be directly elected and 
each of the remaining 10 council 
seats should be assigned a bmough 
to represent. The election should 
remain at-large," Fentress said. 

Fentress added that the three at- 
large positions could easily be used 
in the three largest boroughs. "The 
bottom line is that I do believe in 
equal representation," he said. 
Fentress also said that a totally 
borough election would have too 
many pitfalls, but Uiat it may be a 
good idea to reduce the city to nine 
boroughs. 

Connws' main suggestion was 
that the city should equal out the 
representation in the boroughs. 
"What (Senator) Clancy Holland 
proposed at the public hearing had a 
lot of merit," she said. "1 do not 
think the best interest will be 
served by having a strictly borough 
election." 

Balko, who tried to get the reap- 
portionment issue changed prior to 
the last election, fell prey to the 
system's flaws. "Two years ago I 
brought the issue up Id council be- 
cause I think the numbers are 
wrong," he said. "The system was 
good for 25 years, but the city has 
grown in population so much that 
it is time for a change. If you take 
400,000 people and divide by 10, 
there should ideally be 10 districts 
with 40.000 people in each one. 
The population rolls over every 
three to five years anyway. 

"If you are a state representative, 
you have a precinct or bcffough that 
you represent and the voters do not 
vote at-large. I'd like to see the 
election system become a totally 
borough election with the mayor 
elected at-large," Balko said. He 
added that he has no problem with 
the size of the council. 

Malaby said that she was con- 
cerned about the issue because she 
didn't think that it was fair that the 
"rest of us can tell Lynnhaven who 
will represent them," referring to 
the unprecedented Balko incident 

"I think we should take a look at 
what other places do that has 
worked and give the public several 
options to vote on," she said. 
"Maybe we should have two less at- 
large candidates so that it would 
encourage more competition in the 
neighborhoods. I'm not real sure 
what tte at-large seats are good 
for." 

Malaby added that the reason 
public opinion is dormant is be- 
cause noone waits to think about it 
in mid-July. "Noone will care until 
Sepvemb& w October," she said. 

Sessoms said that he had "fairiy 
strong thoughts on the issue. 

"I think the size of council 
diould be rwhiced. I'd like to sec it 
ctown to seven, but realistically it 
will pnrtjably be belter at nine." he 
said. "There should be seven equal 
boroughs with everyone elected M- 
large. If we have nine coun- 
cilmembers. thCTC should be two at- 
large councilmembers. I think that 
a new process will increase effi- 
ciency," Sessoms said.

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What Is the full schedule of events? 

Outsi(te of Redwing Paiic. the following acuities are scheduled: an 
(q)ening and cl(»ing ceremony, volleyball games and various beach »;- 
tivities, a parade, baskettoll, a job fair at the Pavilion, a football game 
at Foreman Field, a step show and a dance show. In additim, there will 
be other i^tivities. not sanctioned by the Community Coordination 
Dmmittee, taking place at Towne Point Park, Scope and perhaps the 
Hampton Coliseiun. 

Can local residents attend events? If so, do they need to 
buy tickets? 

All events, including ticketed ones, are opca to anyone who desires 
to attend. Certain events will require that a ticket be purchased. This is 
necessary to pay for the cost oi the entertainment and the facility. 

Who's going to pay for lights, buses and fences around 
parks, if they are going to be provided? 

The event's qmnsor is responsible for upgrading the parte, including 
lighting, additional utilities, fences, etc. The ticket cost for Redwing 
may include a portion for the transportation. That is one of the details 
that still needs to be worked out. 

Who is paying for events for Labor Day? 

Publk funds will not be used to entertain visitors on Labor Day. In- 
stead, as Daytona Beach and other resort areas have done, the city's 
sedcing private funds and corporate sponsors to help provide activities. 
This is the task of die imvate sectra* subcommittee. 

How may tickets for the events be purchased? 

This is one of the details that is currently being discussed. Wh»i de- 
tailed planning for the events has been completed, ticket information 
will be available. 

Logistics: 

How will city residents gain access to the Oceanfront if 
Atlantic and Pacific Avenues are closed? 

City residents living within the immediate Beach Borough area, par- 
ticularly those residing east of Birdneck Road, will be provided with 
some form of identification to facilitate their movement into and from 
their homes. Citywide, residents from other areas may expwience diffi- 
culty entering the Beach Borough, proper. This is based on the 
assumption that there will be full occupancy loading of all available fa- 
cilities and that the crowd density is at its maximum. Satellite parking 
could be utilized with residents riding the bus into the Beach Borough. 

What streets, other than Atlantic Avenue and Pacific 
Avenue, are going to be closed or have a change in traffic 
patterns? 

Five major entrance and exit points into the Beach Bcnough will have 
some form of directed traffic pattern, assuming the initial planning 
model is utilized. Atlantic Avenue, from 9Ui and 42nd Streets, and Pa- 
cific Avenue, from 9th and 31st Streets, will be defmite closures. 

What Expressway exits are going to be affected? 

Three majorExpressway exits that should be affected by traffic pat- 
terns will be Birdneck Road, First Colonial Road and Lynnhaven Rirk- 
way. At the peak transit times associated with this event, it is logical 
to assume that these east bound facilities will be heavily utilized. 

Will pedestrian tra^c be allowed into Redwing Park? 
Surrounding communities have been told that they may 
attend, so walking would not be out of the question. 

During the events Norfolk State University sponsors, pedestrian traf- 
fic will not be permitted. Only those guests arriving by means of pro- 
vided tranqxMlation and buses which arc propCTly ticketed for the event 
will be allowed entry. Residents may catch a bus in the area of 25th 
Street; however, a tidcet will be necessary. 

How many Tidewater Regional Transit buses will be 
used? 

Tentative projections indicate at least 100 buses will be utilized. 

How many people does each bus hold? 

Each bus holds approximately 60 pottle. 

Wbar is the projected tine from Redwing Park to park- 
ing and/or Oceanfront? 

Projected time from Redwing I^k to the parking areas or the ocean- 
front ranges from 10 to 20 minutes. 

What are the hours that Tidewater Regional Transit ex- 
pects to be running buses? 

TRT has not determined its exact schedule at this point, but it will 
maintain bus ssA^ice for all approved and scheduled events. 

Are all residents employed by businesses on the ocean- 
front required to also use satellite parking and TRT? 

At the moment, it is envisioned that residents who work at busi- 
nesses along the Oceanfront will be provided entry passes in order to 
move withm the general area; however, it is conceivable that they, too, 
could be directed to satellite parking (possibly the lot at 1st Su-eet and 
another at the North End) under certain conditions, and required to ride 
the bus into the beach area. This particular logistic function is still un- 
der review and there are several cations to weigh and evaluate. 

Where exactly is the satellite parking? 

Projected satellite parking will be located along: 1) Potters Road and 
Oceana Air Field (the old Acey Ducey Club area) and 2) off of 
Lynnhaven Parkway in vacant land near the Industrial Park and Toll 
Road (directly across from Lillian Vernon Company on Intonational 
Parkway). 

How are passes going to be distributed to residents and 
guests? 

Hiis still needs to be determined. 

Where will all checkpoints be located? 

Traffic control points will be determined by the city's Traffic Engi- 
neering Dq)artment and the Virginia Beach Police Department, using 
several different models. Those control points could conceivably range 
from eight to 20 different locations, (tepending upon the model utilized. 

How many persons are allowed in the park at one time? 

The events at Redwing are being planned to accommodate 25,000 to 
30,000 people. 

Concerning using Atlantic Avenue and Pacific Avenue 
traffic for church on Sunday. Will residents have to pay 
to park and ride a bus? 

This is a consideration still not finalized. A number of suggestions 
have been off^ed, including allowing churchgoers access to the church 
parking lots. 

Many locals go to the beach on 78th Street. They usu- 
ally use Pacific Avenue. How are they going to get there? 

Going north of 42nd Str^t fw local traffic other than residents of the 
Beach Borough area, it may be necessary for other city residents to ac- 
cess north Virginia Beach via Route 60 from Great Nwdc Road. 

Have the following locations been addressed: Pavilion, 
Dome, Mount Trashmore, Camp Pendleton, Seashore 
State Park and Met Park?

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Sheriff Newhart May Get His Wisi) For New Deputies

Ounces ok good that the State 
Compensation Board, when it 
meets Thursday night, will fond 
some of the dq>uty positions re- 
quested by Sheriff John R. 
Newhart 

State I>el. V. Thomas Forehand, 
a member of the House of Dele-, 
gates' appropriations committee, 
told city council Tuesday night that 
the board may Uxk fav(Hably upon 
the city's reqiKSL 

No new sheriffs positions 
throughout the state were anwoved 
by the General Assembly, Rwehand 
said, but funding addressing ovcr- 
crdwding in jails comes under a 
different category. 

Although Newhart has asked for 
seven deputies, Forehsid said that 
he expects no mwc than four posi- 
tions would be approved. He rec- 
ommemkd that since council has 
the discretion to assign the posi- 
tions, one should be given to die 
Circuit Court Clerk's office and 
three to die Sheriffs Department 

"None of die odiCT localities are 
even in die running," he said, al- 
though some sheriffs and clerk's 
offices in die state are understaffed 
compared to Chesapeake's. 

Because of die Thursday meeting, 
Fcvehand recommoided diat council 
defer action on a request from the 
Sheriffs Department for local fund- 
ing for seven sheriffs deputies to 
provide security for the courts. The 
cost to die city would be $198,500. 

The 1990-91 Operating Budget 
includes $216,500 in tl» contin- 
gency fund for die staffmg of die 
two new courts, which will go into 
operation on August 1. The funds, 
which represent 12-mondi funding 
for seven d^uties to provide court 
security for die courts, was set aside 
widi die understanding that fiinding 
for the positions would be sought 
from Uie State Compensation 
Board. 

Bruce Haines, executive secretary 
of the Compensation Board, advised 
die ciQr on July 16 Uiat it would 
not fiind die positions. 

No action was taken on the sh^- 
iff s request. A motion made by 
Councilman Robert G. Bagley to 
defer the item failed by a vote of 4- 
3 widi acting Mayor William E. 
Ward, Bagley and Councilman 
Lionell Spruill voting in favor. 

Voting against deferral were 



councilmen John W. Butt, Peter 
Duda. Arthur Dwyer and AUui 
Krasnoff, dw recendy-elected coun- 
cil members. The result was virtu- 
ally die same as a deferral, except 
diat th6 issue wmi't automatically 
be considered at die August 14 
meeting or at any odier meeting 
unless some specific request is 
made w some action tdcen. 

Fraehand advised waiting to see 
what tlw board does. Forehand said 
that Chesapeake has never funded 
state positions with local funds and 
diat Ik would not recommend it 

Suppose, asked Spruill, "we 
walk away with iM}diing on Thurs- 
day night?" 



Forehand replied that the sheriff 
can sue the Compensation Boud, 
but diat he would have die bunten 
of proving diat Chesapeake was 
treated unfairly. He said diat the 
Compensation Board has been very 
generous widi Chesapeake and as 
for a law suit, "I don't diink diat 
will be necessary." 

He said diat die sheriff originally 
requested 30 positions and die Cir- 
cuit Court requested one. The only 
money available is in jail over- 
crowcUng money, he said. 

The General Assembly last year 
created 16 new judgeships, two in 
Chesapeake. The Compensation

A Burning Question: Will Wheelabrator's Plan Succeed? 



Civic Activists Structuring Arguments Against Mas- 
sive Trash lncir)erator; Wheeiabrator Worths To De- 
flect Criticism

It is not only die idea of having a 
massive $100 million plus trash-to- 
energy incinerator built in their 
neighborhood that is embroiling 
some Cradock residents. 

It is also die tactics they say 
Wheeiabrator Technologies Inc. is 
using to win over Pwtsmoudi resi- 
dents diat fuels dieir oppositicxi. 

"They're using a divide and con- 
quer tactic," said Jane Jones, a 
Cradock residrat "We need to have 
the community as a whole in- 
formed. They're singling out people 
and approaching them individually, 
with their rehearsed speeches ail 
ready to go." 

Wheeiabrator, a waste disposal 
:ompany based in Hampton, N.H., 
lopes to build a 40-megawatt, or 
m,000,000-watt, incinerator on a 
t5-acre privately-owned lot facing 
Cradock, and running parallel to 
•iciory Boulevard. Portsmoudi's 
Planning Commission has already 
approved the project, and it will be 
brought before City Council on 
Monday, Aug. 13. If approved, it 
would still be some time before die 
incineratcx' became operational. 

Wheelabrator's project manager, 
Keidi Oberg, said he is optimistic 
that the Soudieastem Public Ser- 
vice Audiority (SPSA), die region's 
umbrella waste management orga- 
nization, will choose WheeUd>rator 
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to help solve die area's growing 
trash problon. Despite several odia 
bids from similar companies which 
are expected to be made to SPSA 
on July 27, Oberg said, "We feel 
we are very competitive." 

Jones' claim that Wheelebrator is 
strategically targeting individuals or 
small groups to educate them about 
die company, Oberg said, is irrele- 
vant since, he said, diere are diou- 
sands of Cradock residents alone; 
too many, he said, to talk to all at 
once. - ' 

Wheeiabrator chose Portsmoudi 
as a potential incinerator site, in die 
first place, said Oberg, because, "it 
was public knowledge that 
Portsmouth was predisposed to 
hosting a trash-to-energy plant." 

The city is land-starved but 
garbage-rich, according to sources. 

SPSA's executive director, Dur- 
wood S. Curling said, "This area 
will need additional garbage dis- 
posal capacity come 1997 « '98. 
We'll have 500,000 tons of trash 
per year to di^se of and no {rface 
for it to go." 

Currendy, Portsmoudi transports 
much of its trash to a Suflblk land- 
fill. The city's SPSA refuse-(terived 
fuel plant bums between 1,000 and 
l.SOO tons of trash daily, said 
Curling. Odi^ local trash is recy- 
cled. / 

Still, as SPSA's director of 
operations, Irvin Gentry, said, "We 
will need a new way to manage ex- 
cess trash, soon." 

Last March, Portsmouth City 
Council, aware of this need and 
hoping to boost the city's econ- 
omy, approved a Congentrix, Inc. 
proposal to build an incinerator near 
Cradock. But, when Virginia Power 
announced in May diat it would 
give a contract to Wheeiabrator to 
produce energy for the power com- 
pany, it began to look like Whee- 
iabrator, not Cogentrix, would 
build die new Portsmoudi plant 

Wheeiabrator didn't waste time 
beginning its campaign. The com- 
pany recendy opened an office near 
Cradock, Oberg said, and Whee- 
iabrator sent brochures to Cradock 
addresses and canvassed parts of die 
community. Wheeiabrator provided 
City officials and many residents 

with booklets containing informa- 
tion about die concept of trash-to- 
energy incinerators and about 
WheelalxatcM', in particular. 

The information provided was 
pro-Wheelabraior, said Jones, "and 
this is the only information we* 
have - die infwmation Wheelatxator 
decides to give us. As a whole, diis 
community is uninformed and 
Wheelat^ux intends to keep it diat 
way." 

The Wheeiabrator pamphlet con- 
tained article about trash-to-energy 
incinerators firom die National Solid 
Waste Management Association in 
Washington, D.C.; from The New 
York Times comfany; from World 
Wastes magazine and from oiha 
sources. 

Crackxk resident Jesse Overton, 
Jr., who has been Icmg-involved in 
environmental activism, said, 
"They (Wheeiabrator) are using tried 
and true promotional techniques. 
"Rttse have been fine-tuned in od» 
communities Wheeiabrator has lo- 
cated in. 

"When you've g<H jwofcssionals 
who've done this all before, who 
know what diey are doing, you 
have glossy brochures, you have 
them flying people to sites and 
giving cocktail parties for city offi- 
cials," said Overton. "You haw 
them co-sponstmng city evens, 
like die Codt Uand Race . . . >fow 
much is OMM^?" 



What some residents consider to 
be Wheelabrator's "good neighbor" 
policy, Overton dismists. 

Wheeiabrator may or may not 
have given cocktail parties, but it 
did hold a reception for some city 
leaders, said Portsmouth Planning 
Commissioner Raymond Turner, 
and it did fly some to its Baltimore, 
Md., plant. 

Turner was one of diose leaders. 
"It (die Baltimore incinerator) was a 
very clean operation," said Turner. 

"Some woiicers even had on white 
clothes and there wasn't much 
noise." 

Wheeiabrator has been successful 
at winning some people to its side. 
Of the Planning Commission 
members who voted, all approved 
the incinerator's proposal. The 
Cradock Property Owners' Associa- 
tion president, Leslie Angc, said die 
association is mosdy pro-Whee- 
labrator. The Southside Regional 
Hazardous Material Team leader, 
Charles White, said he approves of 
Wheeiabrator. Reverend Richard W. 
Lovingood of the Cradock 
Presbyterian Church said that he 
leans toward being pro-Wheelabra- 
tor, and diat most of his 230-person 
congreption do as well. 

Overton was apparently correct 
when he said that Wheeiabrator has 
won many of its fans with its 
promises of economic bounty. 

Wheeiabrator officials said die 
company would spend $50,000,000 
in Portsmouth while constructing 
die incinerator, and diat it would 
provide 5(X) temporary construction 
jobs. 

Wheeiabrator would increase 
Portsmoudi's tax base and would 
provide 60 permanent jobs widiin 
the community, noted Oberg. The 
company also estimates that it 
would purchase another $100,000 
of goods and services each year 
from local businesses. 

In addition, Wheeiabrator is in- 
vestigating what kind of gift or 
service it could offer to die Cradock 
neighborhood, Oberg said. He said 
the company is considering several 
ideas Cradock residents have sug- 
gested, such as upgrading Afton 
Square or building a neighborhood 
swimming pool for Cradock. 

Overton said he is leary of any 
Wheeiabrator promise. "Swell. I 
would also like to see diem make it 
rain thousand dollar bills on 
Cradock every Thursday . . . This 
(Wheeiabrator) is a privately-owned 
public works' project, with every 
cent of its income coming from the 
taxpayers. How much will 
Portsmouth taxpayers have to pay 
so their government can get an ex- 
tra million dollars?" 

PCMlsmouth's assistant director of 
economic development, Muriel 
Zober, said she disagrees with 
Overton's claim diat a local Whee- 
iabrator incinerator would raise 
taxes. 

"He (Overton) means that resi- 
dents' tipping fees, which they have 
to pay for garbage disposal, would 
be increased. "That will have to 
tappcn eventually anyway, whether 
Wheeiabrator comes or not. The 
city has to pay to dispose of its 
trash." 

Overton said further that he does 
nm diink I^msmoudi ne^s Whee- 
labrator's business diat tadly. He 
refos to a city budget chart, noting 
diat die fiscal year 1990-91 pro- 
posed city budget amounts to 
$209,917305. He said any money 
Wheelabmor wouM generate for die 
city tMNild be "small potatoes."

payer in die city." 

Despite such economic esti- 
mates, Wheeiabrator opponents 
have furdier doubts. Some diink die 
incinerator will end up costing 
residents in unexpected ways. 

"Widiout question, die incinera- 
tor is going to have problems. This 
has happened in other communities. 
The cost of its (Wheelabrator's) re- 
pair has not been considered by the 
Portsmouth government . . . sub- 
tract that from the million-dollar 
revenue." 

There have been some past prob- 
lems with Wheeiabrator incinera- 
tors brewing down or needing addi- 
tional money, beyond what was es- 
timated, to keep the pjlimts up to 
Environmental Protection Agency 
standards, Overton said. 

GenU'y, however, said he thinks 



Wheeiabrator and odier incinerator 
companies have trash-burning 
mediods down pat now. 

"I think incinerators have im- 
proved tremendously over the past 
few years," he said. "We don't see 
the problems we used to see." 

Oberg also said diat Wheelabraun* 
has learned from past mistakes and 
diat the company will absorb any 
unexpected costs. 

"You cannot believe promises in 
the first place by incinerator pro- 
moters," Overton said. 

Wheelabrator's community rela- 
tions manager, Paul Young, told 
The Portsmouth Times in June that 
he expected very few people in 
Portsmouth to oppose Wheeiabra- 
tor, but that those who opposed 
would do so noisily. 
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Point, Princess Anne Park, Mount Trashmore, Fort Story, Camp 
Pendleton and city property near Ferrell Parkway.

Is there a noise ordinance? If not, can the Redwing Park 
concert promoter be held responsible for disturbing the 
peace? 

The Community Coordinating Committee cannot explain nor can it 
interpret the law to the community. To do so would be to practice law 
without a license. It would be up to one's own attorney to interpret the 
information. In reference to questions 3, Section 23-4 of die Virginia 
Beach City Code entided "Loud, disturbing and unnecessary noise," 
may apply. Copies of it can be obtained from any branch of the Public 
Library. 

Liability questions can only be answered by an attorney who repre- 
sents you as an individual. The city attorney is legal counsel to the city 
and, dierefore, die city cannot interpret diis information for you.

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Hog, Deer 
Hunt Set 
)lit Back Bay 

Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge will hold a seven-day deer 
hunt for white-tailed deer and feral 
hogs from Oct 6 to Oct. 13. 

The hunt's first day will be lim- 
ited to bow hunting. The remaining 
six days will be open to gun 
hunting. No hunting will take 
place on Sunday. Oct. 7. 

Refuge manager, Anthony D. 
Leger, stated that the refuge hunts, 
which have been held annually 
since 1986, are designed to reduce 
over-populated herds. Hunting will 
once again take place on 2,007 
acres of refuge lands, contained 
within several predetramined zcmes. 

Habitat to be hunted will include 
marsh, forestlands and fields. All 
hunting will be in accordance with 
state regulations and bag limits, and 
is subject to additional refuge-spe- 
cific regulations. 

A total of 62 hunters per day will 
be issued hunting permits. Reser- 
vations for hunt days and zones will 
be on a computer lottery basis. 
Hunters must submit an application 
form postmarked no later than Sept. 
7 to be eligible for the lottery. The 
lottery will be held on Sept. 17 at 
the refuge headquarters and will be 
open to the public. A list will be 
posted at the Visitor Contact Sta- 
tion and all selected hunters will be 
notified by mail. Each selected 
hunter will be charged a $10 cost 
recovery fee. 

Nearly 560 applications were re- 
ceived for the 434 hunting slots 
available in 1989. During the 
seven-day event, hunters harvested 
38 deer - 23 does and 15 bucks. 
The overall success was 10 percent 
According to Leger, the hunt 
{Hovides an opportunity to manage 
wildlife populations, ar well as 
providing wildlife-oriented recre- 
ational opportunities in the Vir- 
ginia Beach area. Currently, the 
refuge provides opportunities for 
bird watching, photography, hik- 
ing, bicycling, fishing, nature sUidy 
and for participation in educational 
programs. 

The hunt serves a wildlife-ori- 
ented public that has traditionally 
supported the management of Na- 
tional Wildlife refuges and other 
public lands. The^ refuge will be 
closed to all other uses during the 
hunting period.

Tourists visiting Virginia 
Beach last weekend told The Vir- 
ginia Beach Sun that they had 
heard stories about last year's La- 
bor Day weekend uproar, which 
would deter them from coming 
here during ihc Labor Day week- 
end, but they also said that these 
talcs did not affect their overall 
positive view of the city.

I've been coming here for 15 
years and I don't intend to stop 
just because some young people 
caused a ruckus here last Labor 
Day," said 39-year-old Tom Gri- 
est, an accdunting manager from 
Pittsburg. Pa. 

Favorite Virginia Beach attrac- 
tions the tourists mentioned in- 



cluded the beach; the boardwidk; 
fresh seafood, surf shops; attrac- 
tive females (and, respectively, 
males); and various restaurants 
and bars. 

Favorite city qualities to which

Business At Oceanfront Parking 
Lots Slow; Some Prices Lowered 



There are many indicators that business is sIowct at 
the oceanfront than usual this year. 

One such index is the lack of business at many 
oceanfront parking lots, which has led some owners 
and managers to drop prices. 

"There are fewer people here this summer, and 
they're not willing to pay as much to park their cars," 
said Robert Baioody, an attendant at the beach parking 
lot on 10th Street and Atlantic, behind II Giardino 
restaurant. "Last year we charged $5 for the day and 
this year we have to wrestle tot $5." 

John West, the attendant at the lot across the street, 
on AUantic, had similar remarks. "Weekdays here are 
j^etty slow. Weekends aren't a whole lot better." 

Tommy Pope, who works an Atlantic Avenue lot, 
said he did not work a beach lot before this summer, 
but "people tell me last year there were more people 
and more cars here last year," he said. 

The smaller lots up and (town the beach were rela- 
tively empty last Saturday and Sunday. 

Tommy Dennis, an attendant at a 5th Street and 
Atlantic lot. said "It's been real quiet here lately. 
There haven't been too many cars." Dennis said his 
lot is charging comparatively low rates, "so we can 



try and fill up. It costs $5 to park here all day and $3 
for the night." 

Despite such complaints, a few lots are not only 
attracting a steadier business flow, but also charging 
higher rates. 

The lot in front of the fishing pier, between 14 and 
15 Su-eets and Atlantic, was charging $8 last wedcend 
for all-day parking, and manager Bob Lachman said, 
"Business is jH^etty much the same as last year. In the 
past five years, business has become increasingly 
betlCT." 

Ralph Cannon said his lot on 21st Street and Pa- 
cific has been doing "about the same" as last year. 

"Our business hasn't decreased, since we're the fii^t 
lot people see when tlrey come off tire intCTState," said 
Cannon, who charges $10 for all-day parking. "I 
know some other lots that haven't had any business 
lately, but here we get pretty packed." 

Cannon said he thinks Uie lack of business in 
many beach lots reflects a decline in the city's 
tourism, since "hotels only allow one car per room. If 
tlvre were more tourists, there'd be more cars around, 
to fill up these other lots."

In less than two years, the aver- 
age Virginia Beach water and sewer 
customer may be paying $3.89 
more a month in utility bills. 

The increased cost is modest, 
however, according to Public Utili- 
ties Director Clarence Wamstaff, 
compared to what lies ahead. 

Warnstaff. with the 
recommeodatios o( the city's cos- 
suiting engineers. Alvord Bivdick 
and Howson, Tuesday recommended 
water and sewer rate increases (m 
Oct. 1 of this year and July 1 of

Addressing city council at a woiic 
session. Wamstaff said that the city 
has enjoyed having an abundance of 
water at a low price, "but I feel the 
situation will change." He cited 
their increased cost in meeting 
watH' quality level standards. 

Monday, Wamstaff recommended 
water rate increases from the current 
$2.69 per 1,000 galkms of water to 
$2.77 on Oct 1; $2.91 on July 1. 
1991; and $3.01 on July 1.1992. 

Recommended increases in die 
sewer rate, which have not been in- 
creased since 1983, are from the 
current $9.46 a mcmth to $9.65 on 
Oct 1, 1990; $10.58 on July 1,

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Uore On Political Campaign 
Contributions, Expenditure Reports 

This commentary is subrrutted by 
the Citizens Action Coalition. 

One purpose of these tejnns is to 
make public the names of persons or 
organizations who make lai^e con- 
tributions to pditical candidates. 
The most important repoti for this 
purpose is the one which must be 
filed by^ candidates eight days 
before tiie election. If publicized «. 
promptly by the media,itcould influ- 
ence the voters in their selection of 
candidates. 

In this, it fails miserably since 
diere are so many ways in which the 
reporting requirements can be 
circumvented, or delayed wiUiout 
breaking the law. that the public can 
easily be kept in the dark, at least ; 

until after the election. It does, however, serve as a restraint to prevent the : 
flagrant buying of an election by a well-heeled special interest poup. It could, : 
however, do a better job. ■ 

First of all. the instructions for filling out Uie forms are not all Ui^ easy to : 
un(terstand.01d handsatUiegameclaimit'snoproblem.yetmany, whoshould • 
be experienced, make mistakes. There are also variations in the manner of • 
filling out tiie forms which can be confusing. : 

Some, for example, try to report contributions and expenditures in chrono-^ : 
logical order by date; others, in alphabetical order of donors names; and most : 
in no order whatsoevra*. ■: 

One or two candidates in last May's election, who were not first-time ;, 
candidates, entered subtotals after each contribution in die boxes marked :; 
"Aggregate to date." These boxes are supposed to be used to show Uie sum total j 
of all contributions, previous and current, by the particular contributor listed on | 
tiiat line. This could easily result in a misintwpretation of Uie data provided. In j 
one case, a large construction firm is shown as contributing in aggregate ovex :; 
$20,000. when, in fact, only $1,000 was contributed. Elsewhwe, a Political I 
Action Committee (PAC) is listed wiUi an aggregate contribution of over * 
$9,000 when again the contribution was only $1,000. 

Some sign the "Termination Statement" indicating a final report, but fail to 
check under "Type of Report" that it is a fmal report Councihnan Robert 
Clybum signed his temunation statement, which calls fw "an accounting of die 
retirement of all debts," but on page 2 he continues to report his $19,000 
remaining unpaid debt He apparentiy called in later, as shown by an attached: 
note, that he did not want to finalize his report; a wise move, as Uiis will allow 
htm to use later contributions to repay at least part of his own loan to the 
campaign. This is Uie procedure used by most veteran candidates. It allows ■ 
Uiem to use late contributions to help pay off at least part of any outstanding 
debt When it is evident Uiat no more contributions are going to come in. Uiey 
can then convert Uieir personal loan into a contribution and retire all debts. If 
Uiey finalize too early, late contributions can only be given to charity or held 
for a later campaign. 

Even veteran reporters can be tripped up. Alex Marshall in his article on page : 
4 of Uie Aug. 1/2 1990 issue of The Beacon rcpcrts Uiat. "Despite not signing: 
statements Uiat closed Uicir repons. Qdm) Moss, (Nancy) Parker and (John): 
Perry did not file financial reports July 15." The Moss/Parker campaign was 
finalized wiUi Uie June 1 5 report and Uiereforc no reports were required on July . 
15. 

TTiere is practically no mechanism for auditing Uie repots and wiUi Uie lack . 
of clear precise insuiictions, it would be hard to establish wheUier an erroneous ■ 
enu^ was purposeful or just an honest mistake. 

There are several unclear areas. One of these is in the unitemized contribu- 
tions under $100: One dim^te liaised Over $30,000 from 321 contribittOTS. 
wiUi an average contribution of over $97. What is not clear is wheUier a sirtgle 
contributor can give numerous $100 contributions at different times wiUwut 
being identified. It would seem logical to assume that this does occur on 
occasions, but so far we have not seen it reported. 

Contributions at fundraisers can be heavy, wiUi no one identified. Totals run. 
into Uie thousands of doUars. Large contributions are also made after Uie: 
elections and Uius can have no effect on Uie election's outcome. AlUiough not 
always, winners are usually Uie recipients of Uiese contributions and we must 
believe die donors give it out of Uie goodness of their hearts, wiUiout any 
expectation of consideration by die elected officials at a later date. The State 
conflict of interest laws are not very strict when it comes to relations with 
campaign contributors. 

AlUiough having litUe to do wiUi Uie outcome of Uie elections, Uiere also 
seems to be little guidance or limitations on what campaign funds can be used. 
Is it proper to use Uiese funds for purchasing a typewriter that would be retained 
after Uie campaign is over? How about a computer or camiKiign truck? Can Uiey 
be used for long trips to otha parts of Uie country or abroad? Can Uiey be used 
as contributions to national political parties? Expensive dinners to meet 
prominent people? It's an area which would be interesting to explore. 

Obviously the system has its flaws, and beyond a doubt. Uiere is need for 
additional legislation to control contributions. 

llie Citizens Action Coalition feels Uiere should be a cut off date on all 
contributions a few days before Uie election. Even better would be a cap on 
expenditures. This would certainly level Uie playing field of all contestants. It's 
doubtful Uiat such a cap would ever get any support from Uie media, which is 
largely the beneficiaries of campaign advertising spending. Some control is 
essential, for nowadays candidates need large contributions to get elected and 
it is difficult to believe Uiat an elected official would not favor Uiose who 
contributed heavUy to his or her campaign. 

What is scary, is to Uiink Uiat with so many American fums being taken over 
by foreign capital, they might easily. Uuough campaign contributions, subvert 
our political system to their own ^vantage. 

C^ tte American voters ever be awakened to Uie need for voting and Uiat 
Uieir interest might better be served by voting for candidates who take no 
contributions from special interest groups? We wonder.

More Questions And Answers 

The Virginia Beach Sun last week published as a public service many of 
the most frequently asked questions, along with answers, concerning the 
upcoming Labor Day weekend. 

This week we publish some more questions and answers, as provided by 
the Virginia Beach Labor Day Task Force office. 

The city doesn't plan anything for any other group. Why 
is It doing it for the students? 

Groups caning into Uie c\Vj are usually from an organization that has a 
ccHivention or prt^ram subcommittee. They make all Uie arrang«nents for 
events and secure the aip'opriate permits, etc. The students come primarily 
as individuals, associated loo^ly through coUeges, fi^temities and scvori- 
ties. Ttoe is no one to make the arrangements. 

The second aid most important reason is Uiat last year the city did noUi- 
ing. The city knows Uie students are planning to return and it desires to 
lake an active rote in providing a positive uivironment and somewhat di- 
recting their ^lergies so stwtoits can oijoy Uieir stay. 

Why is titf city ptanning a party for outsiders? 

Tte ONnmiftee is ikm planning a "party." The committee has (tevel(q)ed 
a process whereby sponsors plan, wganize and conduct Uie events. Tlw 
sponsM? are responsible for olHaining appropriate licenses and liability in- 
surance. At this time, Norfolk ^tate University is a {vimary ^xniscm'. 
Oth« qxmsws include various civic (M^uiizatitms racfa a& RcMary clubs, 
other uni^^ities, the YMCA and proim>ta3 witting to as^xiate ihem- 
telvei with a MMi-pofit sponsor. 
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Support Recycling Efforts 
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The City of Virginia Beach will be implementing a {vogram to assist all 
citizms willing to recycle. 

This September, the city's Waste Management Division will have in 
place a system of recycling "drop-ofr centers. Dome diaped containers re- 
sembling igloos will be available at 20 sites throughout the city. 

This system will provide cwivenient locations whwe citizens may de- 
posit items such as aluminum, plastic and glass fw recycling. The loca- 
tions will be publicized in early Sq>tembOT. 

These diop-off centars will compliment the News^per Recycling Pro- 
gram alreidy in use at all public schools tfiroughout the city, which has 
resulted in a savings of $262,806 in collection and waste disposal costs.

Rate Increases Threaten Raises 



The city manager and his top administrators' failure to be candid with 
city council about projected hospitalization insurance rate increases will 
force city and school workers to once again take the brunt of those rate in- 
creases this coming January. 

The Virginia Beach Education Association (VBEA) has told school board 
meml)ers and every member of city council that the employer contribution 
needed to be significantly increased in the fiscal year 1990/1991 budget. 
They were concerned, but, behind the scenes, top city officials were busy 
taking a head-in-the-sand approach on the realities of hospitalization costs. 
These administrators told elected officials not to wary. 

The rate requests and bids arc in fw next January (sec Increase in School 
Board Employee Costs for Hospitalization Insurance.) The money coming 
out of employees' paychecks needed for hospitalization insurance premiums 
will be increasing from 50 to 100 percent for school employees next Jan- 
uary. City workers face a similar plight. 
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Chnapeake, FoHmomk, 1^a0ptm, 
Newport News and even Norfolk ^ least for 
the first half of ^e school yem aU pay more 
towards 0ielr employees* heuUh insurance 
than does Virginia Beach 



The problem of escalating health care costs affects all people in our 
country. Private and public sector employees are feeling the bite. With all 
this in mind, do the Virginia Beach school employees have a legitimate 
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Why is the city welcoming the college students back? 
Some advocate telling them that they are not welcome. 

Virginia Beach benefits greatly from visitor business. It is not in the 
city's best interest nor is it an accurate portrayal erf its heart and rq>utation 
to adopt a policy of discouraging any group from visiting. 

In 1989, bad weather, competition and Labor Day events combined to 
tarnish the city's image and resulted in no growth in tourism. This trans- 
lates into lost revenues in tourism and conventions. This affiects the entire 
community. If tourism continues to decline, the city's bond rating would 
go down, costing the city millions of dollars annually in interest rates. 
Those millions of dollars would have to come from each community 
member. The city's reputation was greatly damaged by the images seen on 
national television and through the international press last Labor Day. The 
negative opinions, perceptions and attitudes have tarnished the city's repu- 
tation as a pleasant place to visit, work and live. The city can talk about 
this, but actions speak louder than words. The city must demonstrate that 
it welcomes everyone and that as an ethnically and racially diverse 
community, the community can work and live togeth^ in harmony. 

How will students know what the rules are? 

To insure that all potential visitors know about relevant city ordinances, 
city officials and representatives arc visiting college and university cam- 
puses, are seeking opportunities to meet with rqwrters and editorial boards, 
and will welcome requests to address groups and organizations. A brochure 
has been sent to students describing certain city ordinances. Hotels will 
also be sending out a brochure when they confirm resavations. 

How are the police going to be able to handle the large 
crowd and protect the rest of us? 

Adequate police protection and presence will be available during Labor 
Day weekend. In addition to Uie local police, security at certain events wUl 
be handled by the sponsor. At the park, for example, the campus police 
from Norfolk State University, who deal with students daily, will provide 
the security. There also exists a mutual aid pact with other surrounding lo- 
calities; the city can request their assistance if necessary. The Virginia 
State Police can also be used. 



What if events are advertised but private fund-raising is 
not adequately forthcoming? Who will pick up the differ- 
ence? * 

Unless they are prt^rly underwritten and prior funding is secured, they 
will not be placed on a schedule of events. 
Who is making the recommendations to city council? 

City council approved a Community Coordination Committee to cen- 
trally plan and coordinate Laborfest '90 events. Racially and ethnically di- 
verse, the committee includes businessmen, civic leaders, educators, mili- 
tary leaders, religious leaders and university suidents. The majority of indi- 
viduals are Virginia Beach citizens. The committee is co-chaired by Dr. 
Harrison B. Wilson, President of Norfolk State University, and attorney 

Andrew S. Fine. 
Why didn't we hear about plans for the weekend before 

city council approved it? 

The Community Coordination Committee was chained to make recom- 
mendations to city council. Until council was informed and matte a policy 
decision, the committee could not speak on the issues. TTte committee has 
provided the press with schedules of meetings, which arcopcai ID tl» pub- 
lic. In addition, the Virginia Beach public libraries have the minutes of all 
subcommittee meetings. 

Who is paying for the events for Labor Day? 

Public funds will not be used to entertain visitors during Labor Day. In- 
stead, as DayUMia Beach and oUier resort areas have done, the city is seek- 
ing private funds and corporate sponsors to help provide activities. This is 
the task of the Private Sector subcommittee. 

Who is liable for the events? 

In compliance with the city's existing special events permit process, 
sponsors must have the ability to obtain comprehensive general liability 
insurance for the event(s). They must agree to defend and hold harmless the 
City of Virginia Btach, its employees, volunteers and members of the La- 
bor Day Coordinating Committee, from any claims arising out of the 
event(s). 



Why are they recommending closing streets at the ocean- 
front? 

The elimination of automobiles from Atlantic and Pacific Avenue mets 
sevaal advantages: 1) it opens the area up, making movement easin; 2) it 
prevents gridlock, thus providing greater access to the area for emergency 
vehicles: 3) it reduces the opportunity for confrontation over parking and 
other vehicular violations; 4) in the event that an unwelcome criminal el- 
ement comes into the area, their not having a vehicle prevents access to 
drugs, alcohol and weapons; and in the event of theft, eliminates a hiding 
place for stolen goods. 

How will the weekend's activities restrict the access of 
residents to the Oceanfront? 

Residents who live in the Beach Borough near Atlantic m& Pacific Av- 
enues will be issued special parking passes which will enable them to get 
to their homes. Other Virginia Beach citizens who wish to go the Ocean- 
front on Labor Day weekoid must use the satellite park tots and catch a 
bus. The location of the lots will be announced later, but will be in the 
vicinity of Lynnhaven Mall and Oceana NAS. 

Why is the use of a city park being reoomthended? 

Many of Uie events being planned are outdoor activities. There are no 
sites in the Oceanfront area that could accommodate a crowd of 20,000 to 
30,000 people. The committee desired a site close to the oceanfront to re- 
duce U-avel time. The natural features of Redwing Park provide excellent 
crowd management and security advantages. Access to the pailc will be 
controlled by the numbw of tickets being sold for the event Transportation 
can be conveniendy handled utilizing satellite parking sites and shutUe 
buses. 

How will traffic be controlled to Redwing? 

There will be no on-site parking at Redwing Park nor will pedestrian 
tisifk be allowed. Access will be by shutUe bus. These will con^ fiwn the 
resort area and satellite parking areas. Parking will not be permitted along 
Genwal Booth and additional no parking signs will be placed near the en-

The mayor is elected by Uie citi- 
zens as an at-large candidate, mean- 
ing he OT she can live in any Vir- 
ginia Beach borough.

In Historic Navy Visit

SAN DIEGO - It wasn't long ago 
that some Virginia Beach residents 
shared former President Reagan's 
view of the Soviet Union as the 
"evil empire." 

Today, however, as the Cold War 
is ending and relations are wanning 
between the two countries, people- 
to-people exchanges and reciprocal 
visits are altering the way Ameri- 
cans and Soviets view each other. 

Truman L. Davis Jr.. son-in-law 
of Christopher and Patricia Schmitz 
of Wyoming Court in Carper 
Apartments, and parents of his 
wife, Brenda, helped make history 
here recently when three Soviet 
navy ships became the first ever to 
visit the West Coast of the United 
States. Davis' ship, the USS Mer- 
rill, hosted the Soviet flagship, 
ADM Vinogradov. 

"I was very h^py to be a part of 



it," said Davis, a 1981 graduate of 
Live Oak High School in Antioch, 
Calif. "Hopefully, it will be a 
stepping stone for future peaceful 
relations." 

The Soviet destroyer Boyevoy 
and the oiler Argun also sailed into 
San Diego harbor July 31 for the 
historic visit. The more than 800 
Soviets were greeted by thousands 
of American sailors and civilians. 

The visit marks another in a se- 
ries of military exchanges estab- 
lished with the Soviets by Adm. 
William Crowe, former chairman of 
the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff. Last 
July, three Soviet navy ships vis- 
ited Norfolk. The U.S. Navy visited 
Sevastopol in the Crimea in 
September and will visit Vladivos- 
tok in the Soviet Far East this 
September. 

The Soviets visited fleet and 
naval uaining centers, fire fighting 
and damage control schools, and at- 
tended a wreath-laying ceremony. 



The sailors were able to compare 
life on a Soviet ship with that of an 
American vessel. 

Since the Soviets were visiting 
one of the best known tourist cities 
in the United Stales, they were also 
treated to trips to Sea World, the 
San Diego Zoo, beach picnics and a 
western-style rodeo and barbecue. 

"I hope they learn that we're not 
a threat to them," said the 27-year- 
old quartermaster. "We're just peo- 
ple trying to make a living and 
having some fun along the way." 

For many sailors, continuing the 
exchanges and visits will benefit 
both superpowers and lead to further 
understanding of each counuy's way 
of life. 

"I hope that eventually, instead 
of fighting and plotting against one 
another, we can join forces and bat- 
tle common causes," said Davis, 
"such as poverty, disease, injustice 
and the ongoing destruction of our

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"Coins Can Transport You Back" 

Coin Collectors Enjoy The Hobby For Its Historical Point Of View; Some 
Ancient Coins Areni Easy To Find

He's no Donald Tnunp, but he 
does have a lot of coin. A lot of 
ancient Roman and Gredc coins, 
that is. 

Chuck Fifiekl. {v^kfent of the 
Tidewater Coin Clnb. has ccA- 
lected thousands of coins from 
various countries and eras over 
the past 40 years. 

"I like it from a historical 
point of view. Coins can trans- 
p(Ht you back 2,000 years into 
history," he said. 

Fifield began his tobby like 
most coin collectors. As a child, 
his grandfadier introduced him to 
the Lincoln penny. 

"He had an old penny he 
showed me as a kid and I became 
interested in it and have b^n ever 
since," the Chesapeake resident 
said. 

Kempsville's John Balchunis, 
also a coin club member, began 
collecting in 1964 at the insis- 
tence of his brother, who was an 
avid coin collector. He, too. 



started with pennies and worked 
his way up to silver coins, and 
then to silvo^ dollars. 

Fifteld, who keeps his coins in 
a bank becauM of their value, 
said he went fxtm collecting 
United States coins to coins re- 
lated to the BiUe and die Roman 
empire. A recently retutd Navy 
man. Fifield had taken many 
Mediterranean cruises while in 
the service. There, he had the 
chance to visit several ruins in 
Turkey, Italy and Greece, which 
is what sparked his interest in 
coins. 

"It's a whole history of the 
world in a small metallic disk." 
he said. "The coin is just the 
physical tie to that era and the 
research is the joy." 

Balchunis sold or traded all his 
pennies, except for a roll from 
each year since 1920; and he is 
now focusing on modem Lithua- 
nian coins, a country ftom which 
his parents and cousins hail. 

Balchunis currently has three 
sets of Lithuanian coins, one for 
each of his sons. He said more 



coins from that country will be 
available if Lithuania receives its 
freedom. 

Both Bakhunis and Fifieki buy 
their coins from local coin (teal- 
ers. Oftentimes, Uiey swap with 
other collectors or find coins fa: 
sale in the itcv/s^eptt. 

"There's always hoards being 
discovered," said Fifield, who 
added that many of the coins are 
discovoed underground afto* be- 
ing buried for hundreds of years. 

Fifield said he is fascinated 
with the coins' historic value. 
Many of the coins, he said, were 
handmade to commemorate spe- 
cific events, buildings or tem- 
ples. The only evidence that the 
events or buildings ever existed is 
on the coins. 

"Each ancient coin is unique 
unto itself. There are various 
types, but no two are really 
alOce," he said. 

"liie condition of a coin means 
a lot. That raises the value. 
Scarcity of a coin also has a lot 
to do with it," said Balchunis. 

Fifield, who purchases a coin

about once a month, said many 
coin collectors sell their collec- 
tions once they are complete and 
then move on to begin a new 
collection. He said he doubts hell 
ever complete his Lithuanian 
collection, but if he did. he has 
no idea what he would pursue 
next. 

In addition to coins, Fifield 
said, collectors often choose to 
seek out tokens, metals ot paper 



money. Balchunis, on the other 
hand, has been collecting stamps 
since he was 16. 

"I didn't enjoy it (coin collect- 
ing) as much as I used to." said 
Balchunis. 

Balchunis also saves iOerman, 
United Nations and Lithuanian 
stamps. He said his stamp 
collection, with which he does a 
lot of trading, is better than his 
coin collection. 



"It's more educational, 1 
think." said Balchunis. also a 
Virginia Beach Stamp Club 
member. 

"It's (coin collecting) not as 
big as it's been in the past. Base- 
ball card collecting has kind of 
taken over," said Fifield. "The 
hobby has been around for thou- 
sands of years and I suspect it'll 
continue. It's so important from a 
hisbsical aspect"

To Beach; Media Divided As To What To Expect

"We don't anticiptoe trouble, but 
there's a story there, with w with- 
out trouble," said The Washington 
Post's Virginia editor, Douglas 
Feaver, of the upcoming Virginia 
Beach Lab« Day weekend. 

Since 1989's riotous "Greekfest," 
now called "Laborfest," major 
newspapers editors throughout the 
country have kept readers abrrast of 
Virginia Beach's Labor Day fallout 
from last year and the planning that 
has gone into trying to make 1990s 
Laborfest an orderly affair. 

These editors are ready for 1990, 
come what may. Newspjqwr crews' 
hotel reservations have been made; 
certain journalists have selected to 
be on the scene, and pens and cam- 
eras are ready. 

Most editors The Virginia Beach 
Sun contacted said they don't expect 
trouble, but that they do expect to 
chum out Laborfest headlines of 
some sort. 

"We've covered the issue 
throughout the year, from many 
angles - political, racial, city gov- 
ernment, police force, and National 
Guard," said Feaver. "People are 
interested. It's an unusual story." 



The Philadelphia Enquirer's 
deputy national editor. Hank 
Klibanoff, said he, too, thinks the 
approaching Laborfest deserves 
ransiderable attration. 

"There's a great deal of local in- 
terest in it," he said. "We're sending 
an outstanding reporter to cover it . 
. . The fact that we're sending any- 
one shows that we think it's 
important." , 

Many news people apparently 
think that how this Labor Day 
weekend unfolds is important. Pam 
Ford, Virginia Beach's citizen ser- 
vices coordinator, said that as of 
Tuesday, 14 w 15 newspapws, wire 
services and radio, and television 
stations have applied for 140 media 
credentials to cover Laborfest. 

Some newspapers are sending 
just a few staff members, but will 
have others on call. 

"How many we send will depend 
on how the weekend is going," said 
The Richmond Times-Dispatch's 
state editor, Mike Steele. "We are 
planning to send six repwters right 
now ... we tend to look at things 
from an historical perspective; so, 
yes, there might well be trouble in 
Virginia Beach." 

Klibanoff s remarks display a 
similar attitude: "We don't i»ejudge. 



but since last year there was 
disruption, there might be some 
this year." 

Last year's Labw Day planning 
among news makers did not invcdve 
as much forethought as this year's, 
said some editors. Some scwrces 
said they predicted last year's 
Greekfest trouble, but mosttUd not 
expect it 

Some newspapers, such The 
Philadelphia Enquirer, sent people 
as soon as the trouble began, and 
some, such as The Raleigh News 
and Observer, had reporters who 



happened to be in the city at the 
time of the trouble. 

Roy Campbell, a Philadelphia 
Enquirer rqx)rter, said he "sensed 
that all the elements (for trouble) 
were there" before Greekfest. But, 
he said, "I did not expect what hap- 
pened to happ^. I don't think any- 
body really did." 

Klibanoff. Campbell's editor, 
said he had Campbell on a f\aae as 
soon as the chaos liegan.

Da We Really Need New Expressway? 

In all the rhetoric published on the 
Savings and Loan debacle, we have 
seen very little said about the fact that 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration (FDIC) is doing what it was 
designed to do. 

For those old enough to remem- 
ber, one of the main contributing 
factors to the great Depression of 
1929 was the failure of hundreds of 
banks, which wiped out the life sav- 
ings of millions of American fami- 
lies. With consumers deprived of 
money to spend, the rest of the econ- 
omy came tumbling down. In spite of 
heavy federal govemmrat pump 
priming, the economy did not fully 
recover until the start of World War II, eleven years lata-. 

Fortunately, dianks to the FDIC, this has not happened widi die failure of Uie 
Savings and Loan institutions. The cost, howev^, has been astronomical. The 
failure lies not with the FDIC, but widi the regulators who allowed diings to get 
out of hand, and with the politicians who interfered widi the regulators carrying 
out their dudes. It has been estimated Uiat die cost of die bailout will be $500 
billion or around $2,000 for every man, woman and child in the country. 

This is a heavy burden for die average taxpaying household in this country, 
and taxpayers' resentment is well justified. 

On August 7, Uianks to recently re-elected Councilman Will Sessoms, who 
sponsored the resolution, the new developer-oriented city council committed 
the residents of Virginia Beach to spending the truly astronomical amount of 
$578,000,000 for die Soudieaston Expressway; a road Otat can no tonga* be 
economically justified. Only Councilwoman Reba McClanan voted against it 
widi Mayor Meyera Obemdorf and Councilwoman Nancy Parker abstaining. 
Including interest on die bonds, the cost to^very man, woman and child in 
Virginia Beach will be ova $3,000, or SO percent higher dian die S&L l^lout; 
and this is just one boondoggle road! 

Sessions' resolution glowingly speaks of the advantages to be gained by the 
construction of the road, but nowhere mentions its cost Odier items, also not 
included in the re^lution but which were brought out by die diree speakers 
against die resolution, were diat the project was being held up by die Environ- 
mental Protection Agency because of die potential adveree effect to die 
environment; that the exact route has still not been determined by die Virginia 
Department of Transportation (VDOT); and diat die prior city council has 
a^eed diat a public hearing would be held before taking any further action on 
die project lliere were no speakers in favor of the resolutim. 

Why dien did Sessoms push so strongly for the resolution? The Citizens 
Action Coalition diinks die answer lies in his statement that he h^ spoken with 
various transportation officials and some membo's of our delegation to the 
General Assembly in Richmond. Although not widely publicized, it is know 
diat several of our representatives to Richmond are pushing, along with the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of Commerce, to create a regional audiority widi 
appointed members, whkh will have the authwity to rai% funds through the 
emblishment of tolls on highways, txidges md tunnels, stickers m cars and 
odier so-called user fees. A tax by an otiier name is still a tax, and fw it to be 
impeded by an appointed body not responsive to die voto^' will, leaves a Utter 
taste in our moudi. Somehow, we felt, dating back to die Boston Tea Party and 
the American Revolution, that the people of this country have always been oi 
the belief diat "taxation widiout representation is tyranny." Regmdless (tf this, 
they are still going full steam ahead to have legislatkm re^y fa d» next 
GeKral Assembly session. 

As foma Gov^nor Gerald Baliles did for his massive tax increase for 

highway funds, diey need justifKation on which they can base Uiis new ma^ve 

tax txuden on the people. What could be mcHe snitabte than a half-hitlinn-

She said diat the road will be die 
biggest ever built in the city and 
Uiat it is important diat it is built 
properly and at die least cost to the 
city. But without a route, how 
would the cost be known, she 
asked. She said diat she represented 
most of die area where the road will 
be located, and her constituents ex- 
pected a public hearing. 

McClanan said diat die road may 
be good for economic devdopnent, 
but at what cost? She objected diat 
die item was on die agenda. In die 
middle of the summer, when most 
of Uie jwople go on vacations, she 
said, we have a resolution that will 
affect die city mcxe dian everydiing 
else. 

"1 don't normally disagree with 
Mr. Sessoms, but, I'm not with 
him on diis," ^ added.

At 7 a.in. last March 20, Ma- 
chinist's Mate First Class (MMI) 
Ronald L. Norris had not time fw 
"cobwebs." His "Good Samaritan" 
relation to a roadside motorcycle 
accident at the Princess Anne and 
Landstown Roads interaction gave 
the victim the best possible chances 
of surviving. 

Certified to jnactice emergency 
medical services (EMS) as a first 
responcter, Nonis identified himself 
to the victim, saying he was there 
to help. Upon checking, Norris 
found that the toes of the injured 
man's left foot were amputated and 
that he was bleeding profusely. 

Norris carries first responder 
emeigency medical equipment in 
his truck. Once Norris was able to 
control the bleeding, he then began 
a secondary survey of the victim's 
injuries and monitored his vital 
signs - pulse, respiration and blood 
pressure levels. Norris continued 
his effCMts to stabilize and comfort 
the victim, despite the cold and 



lainy weath»'. 

The victim was in shock, but 
alert when the ambulance arrived. 
Norris passed on his evaluation to 
the attendants, who were then able 
to immediately ccmtinue medical 
care and transpcvt the injured man 
to the h(Kpital. 

Assigned to the NAS Oceana 
Naval Legal Service Office De- 
tachment, Nonris learned that the 
injured man, too, was assigned to 
NAS Oceana in the air operations 




department Continuing his assis- 
tance, Norris notified the depart- 
ment of the accident and the fellow 
sailer's condition. 

Norris is a volunteer member of 
the Station Nine Rescue Squad in 
Kempsville. 

For his heroic actions, Nwris 
was awarded the Navy Achievement 
Medal during a recently held cere- 
mony.

The new 6,300 square-foot cen- 
ter, located in the median at the end 
of route 44, between the Pavilion 
and the Virginia Beach Center for 
the Arts, was built as part of the 
city's capital improvement pro- 
gram, to accommodate the growing 
number of Virginia Beach tourists, 
said Obemdorf. 

Since 1973, the overnight tourist 
population has grown from 1.4 to 
an estimated 2.5 million visitors 
annually city statistics show. 

The center, which is built on 
city-donated land, replaces the for- 
mer Pacific Avenue and 19th Street 
information center, located beside 
the dome. Because of its "strategic" 
location, the new center is expected 
to attract more visitors than the old 
one, said a city press release. 

The old center handled an average 
of 100 walk-in visitors per hour 
during the summer of 1989, and a 
total of 150,000 visitors through- 
out the year.

S.S. Numbers May Differ From IRS

change his or her name cm Social 
Security records, or to verify the 
information already in those 
records. 

If the person needs to change the 
information in the Social Security 
records, he or she should have doc- 
umented evidence showing both his 
or her old and new names, as well 
as evidence of identity.

"Most of our media interest so 
far has beat local," said Ford. 

Newspapers create only a part of 
this interest. The local branches of 
the three major networks, NBC, 
CBS and ABC, are each sending 

most of their news crews for 24- 
hour coverage, news directors said. 

Each of these networks has cho- 
sen posts where they will have live 
broadca^ satellite trucks, which al- 
low for footage from the field and 
which enable programmers to 
interrupt regularly-scheduled televi- 
sion shows. 

Out-of-town newspaper editors 
said they have not yet planned spe- 



cialized locations where journalists 
will be stationed, but local net- 
works said they will scatter their 
crews throughout certain beach 
sites, including the boardwalk, and 
Red Wing I^k, wh&t concerts will 
beheld. 

One diffo^ce between non-local 
and local media is that while the 
former does not necessarily expect 
trouble, per s6, the latter, at least 
the networks, have publicly an- 
nounced a commitment to expect- 
ing a smooth and well-orchestrated 
weekend. 

To avoid a narrow focus, news 
directors, such as WAVY's David 
Overton, WVEC's Dave Cassidy

CBD Consultant Given Time Extension 



The Virginia Beach Central 
Business District (CBD) master 
plan consultant was given a two- 
month extension Tuesday at a city 
council meeting to complete the 
project, but not without strong op- 
position. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that the request for an extension 
was merely a delaying tactic to try 
to revive the Constitution Drive 
flyover. 

He said tiiat the deferral of the 
deadline from Dec. 31 to March 1 is 
designed to put off die plan until 
after the General Assembly meets 
and possibly resurrects the flyover 
in die Slate's road program. 

On July 10, council voted to ask 
the Virginia Department of Trans- 
portation (VIX)T) to suspend work 
on the flyover indefinitely because 
of higher priority road projects in 
the city. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
had pointed out diat die road, which 
is not on the city's five-year Capital 
Improvement program, had been 
moving faster dian odier road pro- 
jects. Also, council did not want to 
make a decision on die road until 
the CBD plan was completed. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms presented die resolution at the 
end of the council meeting. It was 
not on die agenda. 

The resolution extends the com- 
petition and reporting date of die 
CBD master plan, being prepared 
by EDAU Inc., until March 1. 

On Nov. 20, 1989, council cre- 
ated the Central Business District 
Commission, whk;h was to tn^esent 



a master plan on or before Dec. 31. 
The city is paying the consultant 
up to $150,000. 

Sessoms said diat die consultants 
needed additional time because of 
some confusion on their part. 

"We voted, the contact was let, 
the consultant hired," said Jcrnes. 
He said that he saw no reason to 
delay die contact, and diat die ex- 
tension was a "delaying tactic" in 
an effort to try to revive the 
Constitution Drive flyover. 

Sessoms said diat die consultants 
can rush the job and have it done by 
Dec. 31. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
said diat he had understood diat die 
consult^ts would present a plan 
widi ana widiout a flyover. 

Jones said that by December it 
will have been five months since 
the new council voted against the 
flyover. "I don't know why they 
have to have nine mondis." 

Sessoms said that the request 
came from the CBD and that the 
consultants would have to have 
more meetings to get die work done 
by Dec. 31. 

"Let diem meet," said Jones. 

To Sessoms' motion to approve 
the request, Jones offered a substi- 
tute to deny die request and to can- 
cel the contract if the work isn't 
done by Dec. 31. 

The Jones' motion failed by a 
vote of 4-7 with Jones, Council- 
men James W. Brazier Jr. and 
Harold Heischober, and Council- 
woman Reba McClanan in favor. 
Sessoms' motion passed by the, 
same vote reversed.

Clinical psychologist and Old 
Dominion University psychology 
professor Janis Sanchez said she 
has, clear ideas about what 
wrought 1989's Greekfest chaos. 

"The black college students 
who came to the city Labor Day 
weekend felt unwelcome, and this 
threw them off balance," said 
Sanchez, a Virginia Beach resi- 
dent and a Black Psychologist's 
Association member. 

"These black youngsters feel 
hopeful about their lives. They 
are educated. They have money. 
In no way do they expect to not 
be apfHeciated," she said. 

When the city did not seem to 
want them here, this challenged 
their notion that "the world was 
their doorstep," said Sanchez. 

Sanchez said ten or 15 years 
ago, blacks were not surprised 
"that when people saw them. 



they saw black . . . Today's 
youngsters aren't prepared for 
this. They can't and won't accept 
it. They have grown up in inte- 
grated communities and are ac- 
customed to being accepted." 

Sanchez said Virginia Beach is 
not a racist community, per s6, 
but that it is a mostly white 
community that "feels uneasy 
when masses of black young 
people come in . . . Virginia 
Beach is not unlike other resort 
cities. Many cities would send 
out the same anxious energy in 
such a situation." 

Sanchez said she thinks the 
Greekfest chaos was "not sur- 
prising." 

"Virginia Beach did not even 
allow blacks to come until the 
early '70s," she said. "For many 
(white people), life has been very 
insulated . . . These people can- 
not help but display anxiety 
when increasing numbers of 
blacks come into their city."

"Boiling" Tensions Led To Explosion Of Ideals and Values 



Some Visitors May Have Own Agendas 



Virginia Beach's Michael 
Hucles, an Old Dominion 
University Afro-American his- 
tory professor, said 1989's 
Greekfest uproar resulted from 
"a clash of ideals and values 
that exploded." 

Virginia Beach, said Hucles, 
"wants to portray the image of 
being a nice, white middle 
class city. 

"Large numbers of incoming 
blacks threatened this last 
year," Hucles added, and, re- 
ciprocally, "the blacks were 
threatened by the city's feeling 
threatened." 

The resulting clash, said 
Hucles, "has been repeated 
over an over in this country's 
history. These outbreaks occur 
in cycles. People feel 
terrorized, threatened. Events 
become larger that life." 

Hucles used the analogy of 
the country being like a huge 
lea kettle, which lets off 
steam. But in this city, the 



steam comes in the forrn of 
racial confrontations and riots. 

"We are seeing more boiling 
(lately)," said Hucles, "such as 
the riots in Miami." 

Hucles said this "boiling" is 
resulting from a "kind of 
malaise. Given the mood of 
the country, events such as 
last year's Greekfest arc not 
atypical." 

This "mood" is one of 
(racial) "confusion, anger, 
anxiety and fear," Hucles said, 
and it is compounded by the 
last few national political ad- 
ministrations' neglect of racial 
issues, he said. 

Further, said Hucles, "more 
emphasis is being placed on 
the economy, world events and 
state events these days. We 
are not focusing on city prob- 
lems." 

Hucles said that with both 
racial and city problems being 
ignored, "it is no wonder that 
what happened here did."

He said he is not surprised 
that the outbreaks occuned in 
this particular city, either. 

"Virginia BeacI] has had its 
share of racial problems 
historically," he said. "Blacks 
have, over the years, been 
losing property here. With 
the zoning that occurs, often 
blacks do not have the neces- 
sary capital to hold onto their 
land. 



"I know blacks who feel 
hostility from the city," he 
said. 

"I will say, however." Hu- 
cles continued, "that the plan- 
ning the city has been doing 
for Laborfest could certainly 
help reverse some of this 
racial unrest . . . The city is 
taking proper steps ... It may 
go on to set some precedents 
for remedying this national 
racial problem." 



New Police Planning Unit To Help Manage Crowd Control 



Planning Efforts May Diffuse Tensions 



"We fully realize that among 
the crowd that comes to Labor- 
fest, some might have their own 
personal agendas," said Virginia 
Beach Police Lieutenant John 
Bell, Jr., one of the city's Police 
Strategic Planning Unit mem- 
bers." "And, we are prepared to 
handle any kind of incident that 
could arise." 

The four-man unit, comprised 
of three lieutenants and a 
sergeant, was created in January 
to devise strategies for crowd 
management and to help see that 
these strategies are implemented, 
said Bell, "but only under the 
guidance of the Police Depart- 
meni and the city's Community 
Coordination Committee (a 
group of residents planning for 
Laborfest). 

"Laborfest is our first as- 
signment, but we were not 
formed only to deal with this," 
Bell said. "In the future we will 
work with the city toward more 



effectively managing any crowds 
that fomi here," Bell said. 

This year, though, the unit has 
focused purely on Laborfest, Bell 
said, and its planning has been 
extensive. 

Among other endeavors, the 
unit members, under Police Chief 
Charles Wall's guidance, visited 
24 colleges in Virginia, Norih 
Carolina. Maryland. Delaware and 
the District of Columbia to dis- 
cuss plans for the approaching 
Laborfest with students, said 
Bell, most of whom were black. 

In scheduled 60- to 90-minule 
meetings, the unit members also 
"touched on 1989's Greekfest," 
said Bell. "We wanted to let the 
students ventilate, get whatever 
thoughts they had about Virginia 
Beach off their chests, but we 
made this year, not last year, the 
focus." said Bell. "Lasi year is 
over."

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Counci ^eds To 
Trim $1A Million 
From Its Budget

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. Tuesday announced sharp cut- 
backs in the current city budget in 
anticipation of the loss of millions 
of dollars in state aid. 

Deliv^ng a somber message at a 
city council work session, Watts 
said that $1.4 million in spending 
in this year's city budget will be 
eliminated through deferrals and 
deletions, and school officials also 
have agreed to cut $600,000 out of 
its budget. 

The freeze on hiring, started ear- 
lier this year, will be continued. 
That means that 285 jobs will be 
frozen - and the school system will 
impose a similar freeze in non- 
clasa^oom positions. 

The squeeze reached even into art 
Watts said the $100,000 sculpture 
"Homage to the Sun" by Israel 
Hadany. selected by the Arts and 
Humanities Commission for the 
Virginia Beach Center for the Arts, 
has been put on hold. 

Watts said that he could not jus- 
tify that art expenditure in view of 
the in^jact of the cuts on other ser- 
vices. He has also asked the com- 
mission to return any funds received 
by the commission, because of 
cancelled performances and other 
-easons, be returned to the city's 



general fund. Total funding for the 
grant program is expected to be re- 
duced for 1991-92. 

Walls said that Other items of 
expenditures need to be looked into. 
All capital purchases of new and 
replacement equipment have been 
put on hold for the next 45 days to 
allow for an evaluation of what is 
absolutely necessary. 

Although Governor L. Douglas 
L. Wilder has indicated that the 
greatest impact of the state budget 
cuts will be felt in the 1991-92 
budget. Watts said that u-imming 
the budget this year will allow for 
greater flexibility next year. 

On Aug. 17. Wilder publicly 
discussed ihe $1.4 billion shortfall 
in the stale budget. The shortfall, 
said Watts, is a combination of un- 
realized anticipated revenue for the 
fiscal year that ended June 30, 
1989, and the next biennium. 

The staff has accumulated all the 
information available on the prob- 
lem and bound it in a red cover. The 
red, said Waits, was an not accident. 

Watts said that he the staff does 
not know when the state cuts will 
be made, or whether constitutional 
offices or categorical grants will be 
afTected. 

The city ordinarily would be re- 
imbursed 30 to 80 percent by the

Annual United Way 
Campaign Volunteers

Volunteers Plan To Raise $2, 155,600 To Benefit 
More Than 60 Community Agencies

Virginia Beach United Way of 
South Hampton Roads volunteers 
are off and running as its annual 
fund raising drive gets underway. 

The campaign's goal is to raise 
$2,155,600 for the more than 60 
agencies dealing wilh the hungry, 
disabled, abused children, needy 
families, and others in the commu- 
nity. 

"There is no better way to sup- 
port health and human service 
agencies and our community ihan 
United Way," said Virginia Beach 
campaign chairman, Dan Arris, 
president. The BAL Group. 

Last year, the United Way's goal 
was $2,126,887. Only $2,046,081 
was raised, although numbers did 
increase from the year before. Arris 
said last year's goal was not met 
because the goal was too ambitious 
and the economy was beginning to 
slump. 

"We might have done the same 
thing this year. I'm optimistic wc 
can make it. It's going to be diffi- 



cult on us," he said. i' 

The campaign officially begins 
on Sept. 13. It is scheduled to end 
on Nov. I, but if the goal is not 
reached it may be extended, said 
United Way spokesperson, Laura 
Sanford. 

The United Way supports more 
than 60 agencies and 180 services, 
including the YMCA, YWCA,*Red 
Cross, Goodwill, Salvation Army, 
Boy and Girl Scouts, day care cen- 
ters, and emergency assislance. 

"It's an organization of highly 
trained professionals supplemented 
by a large amount of volunteers to 
solicit funds," said Arris. 

There are currently 25,000 
volunteers covering the five-city 
area (Virginia Beach, Chesapeake, 
Portsmouth, Norfolk and Suffolk). 
There are more than 450 volunteers 
dedicating countless hours to this 
year's campaign alone. Arris said. 

Arris, who has been involved 
with the United Way for more than 
10 years, said the amount of lime 
each volunteer puts in varies with 
their level of commiuneni.

Many people are upset that Laborfest has to happen, said La- 
bor Day Task Force worker Kathy Hevey. "People are also 
upset because of the costs involved," she said. 

What some people don't seem to realize is that money is be- 
ing spent to try and salvage the city's reputation, which is in- 
valuable. 

And more human energy is being expended than is money, 
said Hevey.

The media took advantage of its creative license last year at 
Greekfest, said Kathy Hevey. 

"The city felt that coverage last year wasn't completely fair," 
she said. "Emphasis was put on the violence that occurred 
within several hours." 

This negative coverage has really hurt the city, Hevey said, 

"People all over the world saw our city on TV, with racial 
outbreaks," she said. 

"We are working so that this will not happen again," Hevey 
said. 

The city has met with news people, has kept them up-to-date 
with Laborfest plans, and "has even talked heart-to-heart" with 
them about how their coverage affects the city, Hevey said. 

"We're not trying to control the media," she said. "We just 
want the media to be extra careful, to check out rumors before 
printing them or accepting them as truth." 

Hevey has a good point. Reporters owe it to the public to 
present the truth, but not in a one-sided manner. 



. . . And Less Alcohol Is Needed . . . 

"I'd like to see a whole lot more lemonade consumed at 
Laborfest than alcoholic beverages," Dr. Dennis I. WoU, exec- 
utive director of the city's mental health - mental retardation - 
substance abuse Communication's Board. 

Wouldn't that be a sight! College students out on Saturday, 
drinking lemonade? 

Right. Sure. Young people are going to be drinking alcohol, 
in some form or other, and this will play into accentuated 
moods, said Woll.

"We are doing so much to resolve one negative racial situa- 
ti6n," said Kathy Hevey, of 1989's Greekfest. 

Others, such as Michael Hucles, an Old Dominion University 
Afro-American history professor, do not view Greekfest as a 
one-time, isolated occasion. 

"Greekfest was just a surfacing of tensions which have been 
underlying many cities for ages," Hudes said. 

Hevey said she does not think such tensions are prevalent in 
Virginia Beach. 

"You hear about racial problems every day in some cities," 
she said. "Virginia Beach doesn't have these problems, yet, 
after Greekfest, which surprised us all, people perceive the city 
as a place of racial unrest." 

Hucles, on the other hand, said he tiiinks Virginia Beach "has 
a great deal of underlying racial tension." 

Virginia Beach wants to portray the image of being a white, 
middle-class city, he said.

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The Future Of VIrgInk 
Beach Is In Doubt 

The Citizens Action Coalition is a 
six-year-old, non-partisan, 300- 
member civic activist group which 
monitors city government. 

At this moment, die future of Vir- 
ginia Beach is very much in doubL 
What die city and its delegates to die 
General Assembly in Richmond do 
in die next year or two may very well 
decide what the city will be like for 
decades to come. 

The events of the last year have 
and will continue to have a tremen- 
dous impact on die city's economy; 
mosdy adverse. Widi die end of die 
cold war diere is litde doubt, even 
widi the recent crisis in the middle 
east, Uiat die buildup of die Navy and 

its presence in die Tidewater area wUl cease, and given Congress' present state 
of mind, may well decrease measurably. The unprecedented collapse of the 
home building industry and declining land values throughout die nation are also 
leaving their marks in our city, as evidenced by die number of homes being 
repossessed and sold at auction. This is also reflected in reduced revenue to die 
city as a result of reduced assessments on home and business properties. 

The overall slowdown in the country's economy, coupled with the prospect 
of ever rising fuel prices, will gready reduce the number of people able to afford 
vacations at our beachfront and we can expect that the competition from odier 
resort areas will become even more aggressive. Unless something is done 
prompdy to protect it, we also can see die demise of die farming industry in the 
city before too long. 

In a nutshell, die three major entities diat have additionally brought money 
into the city's economy are now faltering and declining; die military, tourism 
and agriculture. Like manufacturing, Uiese entities should be considered export 
industries as diey bring money into the economy from odier areas. A new store 
or shopping mall may be a business and for city revenue purposes will improve 
the ratio of business to housing real estate, but diey will not bring more money 
into die economy. Offices of large c(»porations diat do business state- and 
nation-wide, or of multinational concerns, would be a form of export industry, 
much to be sought by diecity. TheLUlian Vernon mail order business and some 
of our local manufacUues are also excellent examples of what the city needs. 

Some areas of the counuy have found that thriving retirement communities 
are a tremendous source of money for their economies and have done much to 
encourage their establishment mA growth. There are many, many, other 
possibilities, to numerous to enumerate here, diat need to be explored and 
exploited before it is too late. 

One thing, however, that is essential is to promote any new enterprise or to 
bolster die existing assets to die city and to promote a climate dial makes our 
city attractive to those who would consider establishing here. Fortunately, the 
last four years have seen a trmiendous effort by the city to imfHXJve its image, 
to reduce die enormous backlog of infrastructure needs and at die same time to 
hold the line on city borrowing. This was accomplished with referendum- 
approved tax increases for specific projects and the increased use of pay-as-you 
go projects. As a result, our tax rate is still bearable and the city is in a good 
positicxi, if it acts sensibly, to weather the econonic storm diat kxims on the 
horizon. 

Four years ago, die Virginia Beach Tomorrow study group rendo^ its 
August 1986 report to the mayw of Virginia Be^h. Its projections were 
intended to carry die city on dirough to die year ^XX). We believe diat as a result 
of die dramatic change which have occurred during the past year, that thoe is 
urgent need for a reevaluation of the recommendations included in diis stwiy.

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Job-Sharing Has Advantages

On August 2, we presented a description of job-sharing and its 
advantages for the public schools of Virginia to the Virginia Retirement 
System's Committee. The study committee was formed as a result of 
Delegate Glenn McCliuian's introduction of House Joint Resolution 182 to 
the 1990 General Assembly, to look at the appropriateness of including 
job-sharing teachers in the Virginia Retirement System. 

Job-sharing is when two teachers share the position that is usually held 
by one full-time teacher. E^h teacher teaches for one-half of a school day, 
five days a week. Example: In Virginia Beach, kindergarten has two daily 
sessions. Each session is taught by one of the job-sharing teachers. Job- 
sharing on other grade levels differs in that two teachers have the same 
students during the day - one teaches during the morning and the other 
teaches during the afternoon.

Virginia Beach Needs A "Fix" 



More than 200 years ago, the effort to resolve the problem of 
representation almost dissolved the Constitutional Convention. During the 
long, hot summer of 1787, the question that simmered was how America 
should be represented in Congress - by population or equally, state by 
state. Many heated debates resulted in deadlock after deadlock. But the 
delegates ultimately agreed to the "Great Compromise." 

Our nation's Founding Fathers had studied many forms of government, 
from ancient regimes to the 18th century European states. They concluded 
there were two kinds of governments - one which did too much and 
oppressed, and one which did too little and was weak. Eventually, they 
developed a third kind - a totally "new" form of government, half-federal 
and half-national, yet wholly republican. 

During the long, hot summer of 1990, the City of Virginia Beach, the 
largest city in the Commonwealth, is faced with a similar challenge to that 
faced by Virginia, then the largest state in the Union.

which has been put ort hold, mak- 
ing it even more important to delay 
purchases. 

Watts said that his greatest con- 
cern is the 1991-92 budget, because 
he believed that many cuts will be 
constructed to have minimal impact 
orj the current budget but will im- 
pact the 1992 budget severely. 

The governor plans to cut aid to 
localities by approximately $334 
million over the current bicnnium 
and to reduce funds to state agencies 
by $872 million. 

According to Watts: 

• The city will lose the 
recordation tax that the city was to 
receive in the current fiscal year and 
for the next four years. The loss 
COTies to $1.25 million in the cur- 



rent fiscal year which was to be 
used for u^nsportation and educa- 
tional purposes, and a shortfall in 
anticipated revenue of $2.5 million 
in the next fiscal year. 

• The sales tax revenue for the 
biennium is down approximately 
1.4 percent, so that a reduction in 
that amount in the local share for 
educational puqjoses can be antici- 
pated. 

• There will be a reduction from 
the Commonwealth in anticipated 
revenue for pay iii(;reases for 
constiuitional officers and others. 

• State funding for standards of 
quality will be reduced by $30 mil- 
lion state-wide in the current fiscal 
year and by $123 million the sec- 
ond year of the biennium. 



• State-funded road projects will 
be delayed an average of six months 
and urban street maintenance will 
be frozen at FY 1990 levels. 

To soften the blow on local 

government, the Commonwealth 
will increase its anticipation return 

on investment to the Virginia Sup- 
plemental Retirement System 
(VSRS) from 6.5 percent to a more 
realistic 8 percent. Therefore, the 
city's contribution to VSRS will be 
reduced for the remainder of the fis- 
cal year and also next fiscal year. 

The governor has given his staff 
until mid-September to come up 
with specific plans, so Watts ex- 
pects early October will be the ear- 
liest that the exact dollar amounts 
and cuts to the city will be known. 



"The governor's cutbacks, cou- 
ples with a slowdown in the local 
economy will ultimately lead to 
many difficult and painful choices," 
Watts said. 

Watts said that the city is doing 
everything it can to keep its present 
employees on the payroll. He said 
that he did not know what the State 
is going to do with its mandates. 
The city will be in a greater bind if 
the state leaves the mandates as 
they are, but doesn't send any 
money to support them. 

Councilman Paul Lanleigne said 
that next Tuesday he will present a 
resolution to establish a committee 
of civic leaders to help the staff find 
ways to save money.

soms Jr. said that the was happy 
that the city was addressing the 
problem now. 

Watts said that he was meeting 
with as many offices that will be 
impacted that he can, but has not 
talked with all constitutional offi- 
cers.

into consideration the fact that 
things may get worse. 

Watts said that he wanted to take 
the best case scenario first He added 
that the state and federal cutbacks 
have tended to force local govern- 
ments to pick up the slack.

Sgt. Steve Smith, who is also 
a member of the Transportation 
Safety Commission, told city 
council that although Sandbridge 
Road is not among the city's 
most accident prone streets, the 
winding country road justifies 
more attention because of the 
impact of summer beachgoers. 

Just recently, three persons 
were killed in a two-car wreck at 
McClanan's curve, one of the 
road's worst bends. Another ac- 
cident occurred at the curve last 
weekend, but with no serious in- 
juries. 

Smith said that it was unusual 
for three people to be killed in 
one accident - the last he recalled 
was at the intersection of Indian 
River Road and North Landing 
Road in 1986. 

He said that the Sandbridge 
accident was alcohol -related and 
the death car was a Ford Fiesta. 
The Fiesta collided with a 1971 
Buick, which was three limes the 
weight of the Fiesta. The Fiesta 
also was not designed to have 
three people riding in the back 
seal. He said that the woman 
killed was not wearing a beat

belt, nor was the boy who was 
killed believed to have been 
wearing a seat belt. A five-year- 
old who was killed was wearing a 
seat belt, he said, but was not in 
a survivable position for that 
type of crash. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that the residents have requested 
that a sign be posted with flash- 
ing lights for people not familiar 
with the curve. 

Smith said that the driver of 
the Fiesta was familiar with 
Sandbridge Road. 

Smith told council that the 
city, in general, is making 
progress against drunk driving.

The Life-Saving Museum of Virginia was recenUy presented the painung. The Cutter Harriet Lane Fires Across the Bow of the Nashville, by 
the commanding officer of the U.S. Coast Guard Cutter //arWcf Long. 

The first Harriet Lane was commissioned on Feb. 25, 1858. She was named for the niece of President James Buchanan, an official White House 
hostess The onset of southern rebellion and threats of secession found the Union Navy short of vessels. Tlie Navy asked for the Coast Guard s 
services In April 1861, Presidem Abraham Lincobi's Secretary of the Navy, Godeon Wells, dispatched the Harriet Une to rendezvous off 
Charleston with a squadron to relieve the growing Confederate pressure on Fort Sumter. The squadron arrived too late to get supplies to the gamson. 

The Civil War had begun. . ^ , 

Harriet Lane pauolled off the bar at the entrance to Charleston Harbor. During the bombardment, Harriet Lane challenged the reluctant steamer 
Nashville to show her colors, and fired a shot across the Nashville's bow. The Nashville quickly ran up the Union flag. The Harriet Lane is credited 
with firing the first shotfromany naval uniiin the longandterrible war to preserve theUnion. The paintingpresented depicts the shotattheNflj/ivj^ 

The Life-Saving Museum is the former Virginia Beach Coast Guard Station and is located on the Boardwalk at 24th Street. It is a Nauonal 
Historical Undmark and tells the story of heroic shipwreck rescues and also Coast Guard acUvities throughout its iUustnous history. The Upper

City Rejects Agricultural Land Use Values

The city is rejecting land use 
values suggested by a state 
agency for agricultural property 
and substituting lower values 
which are considered locally as 
more realistic. 

As a result, city revenues from 
the December 1990 and June 
1991 real estate lax collections 
will be $39,205 less under the 
city's formula than it would have 
been under the values suggested 
by the State Land Evaluation Ad- 
visory Council (SLEAC), or 
$299, 627 cdmpared to 
$338,832. 

The landowner's participating 
in the land use plan, which 
encourages agricultural uses by 
allowing taxation according to 
use rather than market value, will 
experience savings of from three 
percent to 30 percent, according 
to J.D. Banagan, city real estate 
assessor. 

Most typical in Virginia 
Beach, he said, would be a sav- 
ings of three percent on an 
$80,000 house and site and 25 
acres of farm land and ten acres 
of forest on which the farmer 
would pay $1,029 in taxes. That 
amount still represents a 12 per- 
cent increase over the 1989-90 
payment of $919. 84. 

Months ago. Councilman John 
A. Baum, a Blackwaier farmer, 
asked for some accommodation 
for the farmer when he noticed a 
sharp increase in the per-acre use 
value set by SLEAC of $770 
compared to $430 at present, an 
increase of 79 percent. 

Part of the problem, Baum 
said, is that SLEAC uses criteria 
based on statistics through 1988, 
so that more current and lower 
values are not reflected in ihe 
figures. 



Pungo Councilman Paul 
Lanteigne said that this discrep- 
ancy places a hardship on the 
farmer. 

Council Harold Heischober 
agreed that current values should 
be used instead of basing this 
year's dollars on last year's in- 
come. 

Unfortunately, said Baum, the 
matter has become political. He 
said, for instance, that the 
landowner's occupation is being 
asked although that has nothing 
to do with the use of the land. 

Banagan said that the sug- 
gested land use values for Vir- 
ginia Beach for class llPagricul- 
lure land (land that has to be 
drained) for fiscal year 1991 is 
$770 an acre, a 79 percent in- 
crease over the fiscal year 1990 
use value of $430. Traditionally, 
he said, Virginia Beach had uti- 
lized the values suggested by 
SLEAC as have the other 
jurisdictions in the state, but the 
jurisdictions are not required to 
use them. 

At council's request, Banagan 
developed an alternative, con- 
cluding that the typical rent of 
$65 per acre at 10 percent pro- 
duced a value of $650 an acre. 

At a recent work session, 
council found this alternative ac- 
ceptable. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
pointed out, however, that other 
property owners are experiencing 
large increases. He said his as- 
sessments have increased 44 
percent or more. 

Although the suggested land 
use value in Virginia Beach is 
the state's highest, other juris- 
dicuons are experiencing an 
even greater percentage increase. 
Land use values suggested in 
Chesapeake are $600 an acre, up 
from $310 for a 94 percent in- 



crease. In Suffolk, the increase is 
from $280 to $460, for a 64 
percent increase; in Isle of 
Wight, from $210 to $400, for a 
90 percent increase; in Hampton, 
from $220 to $390, for a 77 
percent increase, and the same in 
Newiwrt News. 



Baum said that some of the 
landowners in these communities 
are not aware of the increase, but 
which may account for accep- 
tance of the SLEAC values itt 
other jurisdictions. They!ll 
know, said Baum, when they get 
their tax bills.

City council recently approved 
water and sewer rale increases for 
the current and the next two 
years, but Public Utilities Direc- 
tor Clarence Warnslaff said that 
he could make no projections 
beyond those years. 

He told council that his de- 
partment will continue to make 
forecasts, but that he did not 
know whether further increases 
will be needed in 1993. He 
added, however, that his depart- 
ment would do everything to op- 
erate in a cost-effective manner. 

Water rates will increase from 
$2.69 per 1,000 gallons to 
$2.77 on Oct 1; to $2.91 on 
July 1, 1991; and to $3.01 on 
July 1. 1992. 

Sewer rates will increase (for 
the first time since 1983) for 
single-family residents from 
$9.46 a month to $9.65 on Oct. 
1; to $10.58 on July 1, 1991; 
and to $11.38 on July 1, 1992. 

Sewer rates in other categories 
will experience corresponding 
increases. 

The average residential cus- 
tomer will find his monthly wa- 
ter and sewer bill increasing from 
$28.95 to $29.27 on Oct. 1; to 
$31.44 on July 1, 1991; and 
$32.84 on July 1, 1992. 

At the same time, the wheeling 
rate for water delivered to the 
U.S. government will be in- 
creased from 31 cents per 1,000 
gallons (a 1988 increase from its 
1973 level of five cents) to 35 
cents, effective Oct. 1 

Also, a $3.40 monthly service 
fee will be imposed for reading 
and maintaining meters and in- 
specting systems in place of a 
$3.35 cent charge for 
extinguishing fires. 

Wamstaff said that the money 
generated from the increases is 
needed to pay for the extension 
of water and sewer services in 
neighborhoods petitioning for 
service. 

He said that in 1987, when 
five-year projections were made, 
$2 million of a $12 million 
capital budget for water and scwei 
project was added from the Public 
U till lies DepMtmenl's operating 
budget. He said that pay-as-you- 
go financing was tMtd so that 
the city would not be completely 
dependent on bonds to finance 



projects. However, 

neighborhoods later petitioned 
for service, adding another $4 
million to the capital program. 

For the first couple of years of 
the program, projected in 1987, 
the program did not impact the 
water and sewer rates. The addi- 
tion of more neighborhoods to 
the program changed that, how- 
ever, Warnslaff said. 

Since most of the program is 
financed by bonds, Warnslaff 
said, the city must demonstrate 
that is has sufficient revenues 
associated with the new debts. 
The new rates are related directly 
to ihe capital ciUzen-serving 
program. He said that two-thirds 
of the program consists of ex- 
tending water and sewer to Vir- 
ginia Beach neighborhoods 
where wells and septic tank are 
being used. Fire proiecrion 
facilities also will be enhanced. 

The remaining funds arc needed 
to coordinate water and sewer 
projects, with highway projects, 
which, in the long term, will 
save money for the city; and, to 
build systems to insure sufficient 
water and sewer projects. Wam- 
staff said that the $16 million 
will finance 1989, 1990 and 
1991 programs and a portion of 
Ihe 1992 programs. 

In reply lo questions from 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
about the department's effi- 
ciency, he said that the 
department employs fewer 
persons per water customers than 
it did six or seven years ago, 
resulting in a cash savings of $2 
million a year. 

McClanan was not saUsfied, 
however, pointing out that the 
figures do not iiKlude ihe cosl of 
consultants. "Arc we saving on 
employees or giving more work 
to consultanis?" she asked.

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Portsmouth Economy Looking For New Light 



Officials Say New Business Is Vital; New Road 
System Will Help Business

"Portsmouth is sharing in the economic slump everyone's going 
through," said Portsmouth's economic development director, Gerald A. 
Burgess. "Hie point people are missing, however, is that this is a national 
problem. To highlight Portsmouth's poor economy does not make any 
sense." 

But does ignoring the city's recent economic decline make any more 
s»ise? 

In the past four years, one-third more businesses have closed down in 
Portsmouth than have opened up. Taxable building and investment permit 
sums have declined. The number of new jobs and new housing units built 
per year is also down. Fewer visitors have come to see the Portsmouth Mu- 
seums and to shop at Portside. 

Hie city's commissioner of the revenue, A. James Pillion, said these 
statistics are good indices' of a serious problem. 

"I hate to be a profit of doom," he said, "but business is on a downward 
spiral ... I mean nationally, I mean in Hampton Roads, and 1 mean in. 
Portsmouth." 

William F. Mezger, a Virginia Employment Commission economist in 
Richmond, said Portsmouth might be in for more economic trouble than 
other local cities. 

"It would be natural that Portsmouth would not grow as much as other 
cities would," he said, "during a time of decline. Portmouth is a developed 
inner-city, and growth during bad times lends to occur in developing outer- ' 
cities." 

Mezger said he would classify Portsmouth and Norfolk as developed in- 
ner-cities and Chesapeake and Suffolk as develq}ing outer cities. 

"Inner-cities, such as Portsmouth, don't have as much growth, generally 
speaking, as other cities do, but they tend to be particularly hit by times of 
decline," he said. 

What can Portsmouth do to keep its economy from being hit any harder 
than it already has been? 

"Thoe is no magic cure . . . Portsmouth's signs of decline are all signs of 
regional and statewide recession," Burgess said. Until the nation turns 
around its economic problem, Portsmouth is going to have the same prob- 
lem." 

FilUon said Portsmouth needs to attract more large-scale corporations to 
boost its economy. 

"We need more corporate entity, such as Cogentrix, Wheelabrator, 
Hoechst-Celanese," he said. "We need large, well-established businesses. 
Most of the businesses that start up here every ysar are little 'mom and pop' 
business, many of which end up going out of business fairly quickly." 

In the past four years, a.n average of 700 businesses have closed down in 
Portsmouth each year, while only 460 new businesses, on average, have 
opened up, city statistics show. 

'The economy just can t absorb new businesses right now," said Pillion. 
"The econcwny is very, very soft." * 

Muriel Zober, assistant economic deveiopmenMirector, said the city is 
working hard to boost its economy, not withstanding some failures and 
some successes. 

"We (the city) have written to approximately 70 department stores," 
Zober said, "to try to bring them into the downtown area, but we haven't 
been able to stimulate any interest ... We have been seeing some larger 
companies looking at other Portsmouth sites, though." 

Greg Wingfield, president of Forward Hampton Roads, the Hampton 
Roads Chamber of Ccxnmerce's economic development arm, said he forsees 
considerable business interest in Portsmouth in the next couple of years. 

"When Interstate 664 is complete in Portsmouth, in the next year-and-a- 
half, we're going to see a lot more interest in certain sites, such as River- 
front (a 55-acre lot on West Norfolk road, which will probably be used for 
business offices). 

"The reason companies are not coming to Portsmouth now is that they 
say they are not pioneers. They say they don't want to come here yet, since 
we are not fully served by the roadway system." 

Mary Francis Newsome, the Virginia job service supervisor based in 
Portsmouth, said that Chesapeake is currratly drawing in much of Hampton 
Roads' new business, but, she said, "We're not getting much new business 
response from within this region overall, particularly for Portsmouth." 



In 1989 the city had some majw business developments, such as the $10 
million Sea-Land-S«^ices, Inc. Put expansion, the $3 million Centel Cel- 
lular mobile telephone switchboani office, the $1 million Commodore The- 
atre renovation and opening, and the $1 million Windows of the World 
opening, and others. 

Overall, though, said Pillion, "Portsmouth is not doing well business- 
wise. In the mid-80s we had a peak, and now we are hitting a valley. People 
are not buying new cars. Pcqplc are not buying houses." 

People are also not paying their taxes on time, said the city treasurer, 
Charles Whitehurst. 

"Recendy, people are deferring paying their taxes, which ends up costing 
them mott money," Whitehurst said, "When the economy is not on the de- 
cline, people usually pay their taxes more quickly ... the late payment of 
taxes could be considered a sign of an economic slow-down." 

Such signs are everywhere, said Pillion. 

"Look at downtown, for instance," he said. "When Leggett left, they left a 
big hole downtown . . . Merchants are hurting. Retail business is down." 

Elizabeth Psimas, the Olde Towne Portsmouth Association's president 
who also co-owns Travel Designers, Inc. on High Street, said she has seen 
businesses open and close downtown since 1988. 

"A coffee shop (on High Street) recently ctosed; Bob's newsstand, which 
had been downtown for 20 years, closed; Barbara Vincent sold the Olde 
Towne Gallery. Cash flow's bad, the economy's bad." 

Psimas added one bright remark: "My business (a travel agency) has gone 
incredibly well recently. Business related to travel is prospering right now." 

Other Portsmouth businesses which are not feeling the economic lull, 
said Burgess, are restaurants. 

"Portsmouth is doing paiticularly well in this area," he said. 
Wingfield said he does not see any reason for the city not to do well in all 
economic areas. 

'To see Portsmouth's strength, look on a map," he said. "Portsmouth is 
smack dab in the middle of Hampton Roads, in the middle of 1.4 million 
people . . . What better a business location?" 

Mezger said that no matter what the location, all cities in the nation are 
suffoing right now. 

"Some say we are already in recession. Odiera say the Persian Gulf events 
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will lead us into a recession," he said. "Othea-s say we will avoid one. 

"If we are in one or one is appnachmg, though, Hampton Roads' cities 
will probably not sink quite as far as othar cities do, because of the stabi- 
lization influence of the federal government and the military. This area can 
sink, but only so far." 

Burgess said he thinks the counffy is defmitely already in recession. 

"Look about the major retailers," he said. "Neiman Marcus' bankruptcy. 
Miller & Rhodes' closing. Savings and Loans' closing. Look at Donald 
Trump ... this not a Portsmouth problem. It's a national one. The national 
economy has got to change." 

Zober said she agrees that this recent economic slump goes far beyond 
Portsmouth's boundaries "but I know that does not lessen how Portsmouth 
residents are affected," she said. 

Taking personal action sometimes helps, she said. 'Tell them (rcsidaits) 
to go up to store managers in other cities' stores and lell them they'd like to 
see one of their shops in Portsmouth. Tell them to do all their shopping in 
-Portsmouth." 



Police Association Of Virginia To Hold Annual

ball. " but in Chesapeake the "ball" 
is a Country Music Concert spon- 
sored by the Police Association of 

Tickets are now on sale for the 
annual concert set for Monday, Dec. 
10 at Chrysler Hall. 

J. Herbert Simpson, the associa- 
tion's executive director and former 
Portsmouth city councilman, said 
that the concert is how the organi- 
zation makes its money. "We 
bring in some of the leading per- 
formers in Nashville. It's just like 
a show." 

This year's evem will feature 
music by Scott McQuaig, a honky- 
tonk performer who was recently 
listed in Country Music magazine 
as an up and coming star. Tidewa- 
ter's own Flatland CloggersVill 
also perform, according to Simp- 
son. 

All of the conce^rt's profits will 
be placed into the association's 
general fund. This fund is used to 
"help policemen who may be down 
and out for some reason and arc in 
need of money (like hospitalization, 
etc.). We also have a widow's 
fund," said Simpson. 

"Every member of the associa- 
tion fills out a beneficiary card. If 
he dies, then die beneficiary listed 
receives $3,500. If the officer dies 
in the line of duty, the beneficiary 
receives an extra $500, making it 
S4,000," he said. The profits are 
also spent on quarterly luncheons, 
where members get togeUier to dis- 
cuss police business. 

The Police Association of Vir- 
ginia has approximately 1,500 
members from around the state, ac- 



cording to Simpson. 
"(Portsmouth) Sheriff Gary Waters 
is a member and there is a board 

made up of people throughout the 
state." Anyone with the authority 
to make an official arrest in die 
state of Virginia is eligible to be- 
come an organization member. 

"An application may be filled out 
and sent to me. I, in turn, hand it 
over to the board of directors and if 
it is approved, it must be voted on 
at die next general meeting. If all 
of the requirements are met, it usu- 
ally gets approved at the general 
meeting. The age requirement is 
that you may not be any older than 
50 years of age," said Simpson. 

There is an $8 application fee and 
55 dues are collected from the 
members each year. 

Community Benefits, a 
Portsmouth fundraising agency for 
local fu-efighiers and police officers, 
selected and scheduled the enter- 
tainment for the concert. Ticket 
sales will also be handled by Uiat 
organization, Simpson said. 

"We change the performers every 
year, but we always have a country 
music concert. People come from 
all over the state to see the show," 
Simpson said. 

Although Norfolk's Chrysler 
liall can only accommodate 
approximately 2,500 people, 
Simpson said that the concert is 
expected to attract nearly 3,500. 

"When we fill up we have to 
have another show," he said. "In 
the past we have had to have a 10 
p.m. show in addition to the one 
Uiat begins at 7:30 p.m." That is 
what happened last year, according 
to Simpson. 

The tickets are on sale now be- 
cause Simpson said that he wants 



to get a head start and does not want 
die ticket selling to burden any of 
the merchants or residents during 
the Christmas season when "so 
many other Uiings come up."

Chesapeake businessmen are ea- 
ger to pounce on the possibility 
Uiat Uie City of Norfolk may not 
build a new stadium in order to 
keep the Tidewater Tides baseball 
team in its city, a mandate issued 
by the Mets officials, the Tides 
parent team in New York.

The budget reduction report 
was {vesented to Qiesapeidce City 
Comcilmembers by Ci^ Maiager 
James W. Rein during a recent 
councfl work sessirai. 

The issue was not voted on, but 
it was a time fot council members 
to question the report and for Rein 
to provide answers. 

The budget cuts were researched 
by Rein, assistant city managers, 
the budget director ami a budget 
analy^ and was compiled from in- 
formation provided by e^h depart- 
ment on identifiable ways to reduce 
expenditures by five percent with 
"discretion and a sincere effort to 
minimize reductions in direct ser- 
vice to the citizens," accwding to 
Rein's memorandum to council 
members. 

"These are just some sugges- 
tions," Rein said, "some ideas on 
the table. There's no magic here." 

The work session was a question- 
and-answer period for council 
members. Another work session 
was scheduled for Tuesday. Sept. 5 
where Rein may bring in the coun- 
cil members' requested informalion 
and clarifications from the session. 

The largest portion of the budget 
reduction may affect the transfers of 
funds. Rein came up with $1,166 
million in u-ansfers that could fea- 
sibly be reduced. That makes up 32 
percent of the total reduction. The 
transfers include the detetion of five 
new full-time positions intended to 
help with the Social Services 
caseload, the deletion of a new 
Hone Visiting Teacher position in 
Community Services and a transfer 
from the citywide debt which re- 
flected higher than anticipated 
interest earnings in the citywide 
debt fund in the approved 1990-91 
budget 

A reduction of $1,092 million 
may be expected in service contracts 
throughout most of the city's de- 
partments. Thirty percent of the 
$3.^ million cutback will be in this 
area. Rein's report reflected that the 
major impact of that reduction may 
be the possible slowdown of certain 
projo^ts. 

If this reduction is approved by 
council without alteration, there 
will be a 24 percent reduction in 
salary and fringes in each depart- 
ment. Throughout the city it was 
determined that $849,000 could be 
shaved off of this category. There 
will be no position dismissals, 
however, if a position becomes va- 
cant it may not be immediately 
filled. Also, new positions that 
were already approved in the 1990 
budget may not be filled as a result 

of the cut 

Each department has determined 
that it can cut back on equipment 
costs throughout Ae year, according 
to the report. Nine percent of the 
total reduction may be in the 
equipment area, saving the city 
$314,000. 

Materials and supplies will be 
affected as well. Three percent of 
the total reduction may taken in 
materials and supplies. The city 
could save $91,000 throughout the 
city departments. 

The final reduction was in city 
contribuuons. This makes up two 
percent of the total proposal, but 
will save the city $87,000. Con- 
tributions to the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Industrial Devel- 
opment Authority, Tidewater 
Community College, Local Access 
CATV and Eastern Virginia Medi- 
cal College were reduced by an es- 
timated one-fourth, according to 

Rein. 

TTie above reductions were bro- 
ken down a bit further in the report.

The school board's budget has 
not been included as of yet on the 
budget reduction plan. Governor L. 
Douglas Wilder will be giving a 
speech on Thursday evening about 
the stale's budget cutbacks, and the 
council and the school board mem- 
bers are waiting to see how much 
Wilder is going to take away from 
them before they address the local 
cutbacks. 

Councilman Lionel P. Spruill 
called upon Dr. Fred Bateman, the 
public school system superinten- 
dent, for his comments. Bateman 
told council that "it would not be 
fair for the burden to be felt on a 
citywide basis without affecting the 
school system. We want to do our 
part." he said. 

Spruill, who is against the bud- 
get reduction process especially in 
egards to the education system, 

told Bateman, "Don't be too kind, 
too soon." 

Councilman Robert G. Bagley 
was concerned with the amount of 
funds being cutback in the Public 
Safety and the Public Works de- 
partment. He also addressed the is- 
sue of city contributions, as did 
several other councilmembers. 
Bagley questioned many of Jhc cut- 
backs' impact on the citizens of 
Chesapeake. He pointed out that 
much of the money taken from the 
Industrial Development Authority 
was out of the travel expense, 
which enables the department to do 
better business with prospective 
industfies. He wanted council to be 
aware of the importance of the 
shortfall in that department 

Bagley also suggested that the 
boat launch fees in Great Bridge 
may be raised in an attempt to 
make up some of the money in the 
budget regarding the rebuilding of 
the bulkhead at Lock's Point. 

Councilman Peter Duda pointed out 
that there was a time limit on that 
repair, and it had been dropped as a 
priority in the budget reduction re- 
port. 

On several of the cutbacks. Rein 
said that they were short-term 
reductions because the construction 
delay of some of the buildings 
would have to be included in the 
budget next year. For instance, the 
detention home that was approved 
in the budget has been deleted, but 
next year it will need to be in- 
cluded, so it is a short-term cut. 
There are several of those in the re- 
port, according to Rein. 

Duda requested that Rein notify 
the organizations who benefit from 
city conuibutions that "itey might 
be a little slimmer in the future co- 
pending on our economy. We've 
got to tighten up our belts and smk 
in a little bit." 

Rein continually reminted coun- 
cil members that the repnt was ncM 
fin^, but that "the q^wtunities for 
council to go whatever way they 
warn a vittf ."

Community 
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Eddie Speers may be 72 years 
young, but he has no intentions 
of slowing down yet. 

The former Chesapeake City 
Councilmw and Western Branch 
resident said he has lived his life 
to the fullest 

"I'd like to keep going. I want 
to stay active as long as I can. 
Man's got a lot to do on earth," 
he said. 

Speers, a Norfolk County na- 
tive, began his quest to "(to it 
all." while he was in high 
school. He attended both 
Churchland and Wilson High 
Schools, but didn't graduate. Ir: 
stead, he enlisted in the Navy, 
where he received his GED. 

Speers spent 24 years serving 
his counuy. the majority of those 
years spent on destroyers and 
cruisers. 

"1 liked it. 1 wanted to go and 
see the world." he said. "I was a 
chief gunner's mate and 1 served 
in the military advisor group for 
two and one-half years and as a 
recruiter for two and one-half 

years." 

When Speers retired from the 
Navy in 1961. he moved back to 
his old neighborhood. A year 
later, he and his wife of 48 years, 
Audrey, opened Church land's 
Speers' Restaurant. The couple 
ran the family restaurant for 18 
years. 

In 1974, Speers decided to be- 
come more involved with the city 
in which he lived. So, he ran for 
city council and was elected. He 
ran again in 1978, but was de- 
feated, and was reelected for a 
second term in 1980. 

"1 thought 1 could do some 
good and 1 was active in the 
Democratic party." he said. 

Speers said the city had the 
same concerns then as it docs 
now: growth and management.

run for council again, Speers 
went to woric for the Western 
Branch Mosquito Conu-ol Com- 
mission as its superintendent. 
The commission is conu^olled by 
the city. 

"We take care of the mosquito 
population so people can enjoy 
outdoor recreation. We have to 
keep roadside ditches clean and 
spray in the mosquito season to 
kill the adult mosquitos," he said. 

The commission's top priority 
is to conuol the drainage ditches 
and get rid of standing water. 
Speers' crew also answers neigh- 
borhood mosquito complaints, 
which it uies to answer that same 
day. 

Speers said his workload has 
been heavier lately because of all 
the new development in Chesa- 
peake. Almost all the construc- 
tion sites have a mosquito prob- 
lem, he said. 

"It's a full-time job just keep- 
ing the ditches clean," he said. 

Although he holds down a full- 
time job, Speers still tries to stay

for maternity leave, a &acher can remain current and up-to-date on all 
changes within the system. 

Job-sharing keeps teachers in the classroom. The school division 
experiences a towor turnover rate becau% job-sharing teachers are usually 
curroit em{4oyees te^hing less than a full day. 

One of the biggest advantages to the school system is that happy 
teachers make for \atppy students. By having a fresh and rested teacher for 
each session, the stu(tents are more likely to be motivated v^ intoested in 
their learning. A kindergarten teacher who has to repeat the same lessons 
for the afternoon class that she taught to the mining class is mwe likely 
to be less enthusiastic with her teaching style. In other grade levels, 
students benefit becau% they have an opportunity to deal with two differait 
teachers. If a student has a personality conflict with one of the two . 
teachers, it is reassuring to the child to know that the other teacher is 
available to him. If the child has a bad morning, there is always a chance 
for a new start in the afternoon. Children seem to enjoy the variety that 
having two different teachers brings to their school day. 

Teachers also benefit because while earning that second income, they get 
to spend more time with their families. Teachers also are afforded the 
opportunity to lake advantage of earning advanced degrees in education as 
well as participating in wwkshops and seminars. 

Without job-sharing opportunities, some teachers may f»l compelled to 
resign from the teaching profession because of the demands required of a 
full-time teacher. With job-sharing, ihey can continue to be career teachers 
who can return to full-time employment without interrupting their career 
status. 

Job-sharing teachers build on each other's strengths as well as having a 
larger pool of teaching resources and materials. They also can devote more 
time to well prepared lessons. 

We are fully convinced that job-sharing benefits children, the school 
system and teachers.

Officers of the association include Reverend D.R. Staton (volunteer 
chaplain coordinator of the Virginia Beach Police Deparunent) as presidrat;

Members of the Virginia Beach Ministers' and Police Association work 
with the Police Department in a volunteer status; they primarily ride in 
squad cars and walk with police officers in local communities throughout 
the city where numuous reports of crimes have been made.

Robb visits Virginia Beach 

U.S. Senator Charles Robb recently visited ECPI Computer Institute 
on Greenwich Road to address the issue of whether trade and technical 
schools should continue participating in fe^ral financial aid programs. 

Members of the newly established Virginia Skills 2000 staff, a 
committee of elected officials who are working together to raise 
congressional and public awareness of the impwtance of trade and tech- 
nical schools, had representatives present to confer with Robb. 

While at the institute, Robb was taken on a tour of the school, and 
was available to the media and school officials for questions. 
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week to preparing for the campaign, 
he said. 

"As the campaip progresses and 
it gets down to kick off, you're on 
the phone calling people," he said. 

Money for the campaign is raised 
through the workplace. Arris said 
most of the money comes from 
employee campaigns where United 
Way volunteers work with com- 
pany coordinators to collect 
pledges. Many of the same busi- 
nesses participate in the campaign 
each year, Arris said, but the United 
Way is always trying to bring new 
businesses on board. 

"Believe it or not, there's a whole 
host of businesses out there who've 
never participated before. We're 
working real hard to try to identify 
them," he said. 

This year's theme is "Team 
United Way." The campaign's three 
spokespersons, local television 
news anchors Ed Hughes, Alvita 
Ewell and Barbara Ciara, thought of 
the theme as they worked together, 
although they're from different sta- 
tions, to reach this year's goal. 

"This year's theme depicts what 
United Way stands for - team work 
and caring. It's people working to- 



gether for the common good," saio 
Arris, whose oldest son was adopted 
through a United Way agency 29 
years ago. 

"It's an extremely well- organized 
campaign. Eight-seven cents out of 
every $1 raised goes to one of the 
participating agencies," Arris said. 

The overall United Way goal is 
$10,808,362. In addition, the 
Combined Federal Campaign, 
which gives federal and military 
personnel the chance to support lo- 
cal, national and international 
charities, has set a goal of 
$5,923,065. 

The Combined Virginia Cam- 
paign, which also supports\charities 
here and around the world, is work- 
ing towards a $274,824 goal. 

"The needs are so great in our 
five-city area," said United Way's 
president and general campaign 
chairman, Gary Strickfaden. "So 
many people are counting on us to 
be successful and exceed our goals." 

"I wouldn't be involved in it if it 
didn't give me a good feeling. Ev- 
erybody gels with the spirit. I feci 
really good about it. If I don't make 
my goal I'll be mad!" said Arris. 
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with its elaborate Laborfest plan- 
ning. 

Poor crowd management and 
unstructured time helped cause

and "the city has worked hard to 
make sure these factors will not 
play into Laborfest." 

Sanchez said she thinks one of

This will 
continue and (white) people will 
have to become accustomed to 
it." 

Sanchez said she does not

toriality. 

She said white people's chal- 
lenge is to "value diversity, not 
pretend it does not exist" 

She said the city seems to be 
taking steps to do this.

D. Moss, two former councilmen; Thomas A. Barton, Beach Ford 
president; Cyndy Bourgard of the League of Women Voters; E. Richard 
Cockrell.

Dr. O'Rourke was an excellent choice to serve as a commission 
member. His dissertation for the Ph.D. in political science from Duke 
University was, "A Comparative Analysis of the Impact of 
Reapportionment on Six State Legislatures." He was the author of The 
Impact of Reapportionment, named by CHOICE as one of the outstanding 
academic books of 1980, and, recenUy he co-authored with Richard H. 
Leach, State and Local Government: The Third Century of Federalism, 
published by Prentice-Hall. His articles on voting' rights and election 
reform have reappeared in the Virginia Law Review, the University of 
Richmond Law Review and the Alabama Law Review. 

His 14-page study, "Options for Electing die Virginia Beach City 
Council," prepared July 13, 1990 for the Mayor's Committee on 
Reapportionment, has reportedly been the basis for the commission's 
discussions. It is a scholarly presentation of Uie various options open for 
Uie election of city council members. 

After studying die election process used by other Virginia cities and 
considering various options presented in this working paper, the local 
government commission may devise a system uniquely suited to our city. 

Our City Needs A "Fix" 

There is the old maxim: "If it ain't broke, doii't fix it!" Surely, die 
converse is true. "If it's broke, fix it!" In my opinion, die present system 
of electing council members in Virginia Beach does not meet die test of 
"one person, one vote," and needs to be "fixed." It is confusing to the 
public and this may be one reason for tow participation in elections. There 
are many odier flaws and, widi die shifts in demographics, die system 
needs a thorough overhaul. 

Defining A Borough 

The present system was, of necessity, a compromise between Princess 
Anne County and Virginia Beach when they merged in 1%3 to fwm a city 
of die first class. Our boroughs are noUiing more than die boundaries of 
the original city and the county's six magisterial districts. These 
denominated "boroughs" were not equal, in population or size, from dieir 
inceittions! 

Technically, according to Webster, "apportion" means to divide and 
assign in just proportion. Thus, it is apparent diat dierc never was an 
apportionment in our city in a meaningful sense. • 

Conclusions , 

Semantics aside, it is time to establish 10 fairly-divided voting districts 
(not wards, please) with residency requirements. Fa-get about redrawing die 
boundaries of die existing boroughs. Eliminate all at-large seats except for 
diat of mayor, which would have no residency requirement 

A candidate would run in his/her own voting district and be accountable 
to die citizens of diat area. Citizens would vole for a representative from 
their voting disuict only, except when diere is a mayoral election. This 
system would result in fairer representation and widi 10 districts, should 
rcfiect our diverse population. 

The fear of parochialism should not be a concern. In fact, parochialism 
could exist even when a council member is elected at-large. However, one 
would hope diat every dedicated member of council would diink first in 
terms of what is best for the entire city. 

The plan of direcUy electing one's representative will actually solve 
many flaws in die present system. The current at-large voting system docs 
not guarantee that a current borough will be able to elect its own 
representative. This is patendy unfair. Besides, this new plan will be better 
comprehended by the average citizen, who was overwhelmed in die past 
year election with the task of learning about 24 candidates and in which 
borough diey were running. 

With fewer candidates running for single disU-icis, the expense of 
running for an election would be lowered. Thus, good candidates, who 
odierwise might not be able to finance a campaign, might be willing to 
run. Citizens might take more interest in attending forums where diere 
would be time for die candidates to address concerns and make meaningful 
presentations. 

Another result might be overcoming voter apadiy or die feeling of 
alienation. Citizens might be more interested in participating in die 
process when one of their own neighbors is running as dieir true 
representative. 

Aldiough I can see certain advantages to a smaller council, I am not so 
concerned widi die size of die council as widi die election process itself. 
Widi the city's estimated population of 400,000, under the plan of 
retaining 10 seats, a council member would have a constituency of around 
40,000 and dial is not unreasonable. 

Finally, if die system is changed as proposed here, it will be necessary 
to review and possibly change the size of voting districts every ten years 
following a census. But, dial is a small price to pay to assure effective 
representation and effective government of die people, but die people and 
for the people. 
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meals, mentally ready them- 
selves for the stress they 
anticipate, beforehand."

Bell said that diough visiting 
diese crowds provided die unit 
with some insight, Virginia 
Beach's Laborfest will be unique, 
and not everything dial works to 
manage one crowd will work for 
an(Xher crowd. 

The unit members feel, how- 
ever, that "appropriate" strategies 
for crowd managemoit and man- 
ix>wer allocation will be put into 
play for Laborfest, said Bell. 

"We feel well-prepared for 
Laborfest," said Bell. 

In less than two weeks, the 
Labor Day weekend, for which 
the city has been preparing for a 
year, will be here. 

Much has been written about 
the tangible factors contributing 
to last years disturbance, and 
what positive elements are nec- 
essary to ensure this year's suc- 
cess. 

Missing, however, in much of 
the news coverage, is a docu- 
mented, psychological view of 
why certain people act in certain 
ways wider certain circum^ances.

"Chances for a smooth Labor- 
fest are infinitely better this year 
than they were for Greekfest last 
year," said Dr. Jwry Carr, an Old 
Dominion University associate 
sociology and criminal justice 
professor, whose specialty is 
black/white relations. 

Last year's Greekfest, an an- 
nual Greek party attracting 
mostly black college students 
from all over the nation, resulted 
in looting and riots. The incom- 
ing students were held responsi- 
ble. Virginia Beach's mostly 
white police force was charged 
with cruelty. City officials were 
blamed for making the visitors 
feel unwelcome. This year the 
Labor Day weekend party is 
called "LaborfesL" 

Carr said he does not anticipate 



Laborfest trouble, because "it 
seems that the underlying basis 
for last year's conflict isn't there 
this year." 

This "underlying basis." said 
Carr, was "the great insensitivity 
of the city last year in denying 
black people free access to a 
public place. 

"Last year the city did not 'do 
the right thing'" he said, making 
a pun on Spike Lee's movie. Do 
The Right Thing, which some 
say attributed to I989's Greekfest 
uproar, with its song Fight The 
Power. Some say "the power" 
means the white power structure. 

"Statements coming out of 
Virginia Beach conveyed an atti- 
tude of hostility to the students," 
said Carr. "The city's police 
presence diuing the w^kend con- 
flrmed this ... the city presented 
an unwelcome and atagonistic 
sppeaxantx to the visitors."

Carr said the city did not pre- 
sent such an q)pearance "on pur- 
pose," but that rather, "they did it 
out of blindness . . . they didn't 
know better.

Labor Day Task Force Optimistic About Weekend; 
Task Force Members Confident Hard Work Will Pay Off 



Task Force Office Has Answered Phone Calls, 
Letters; Responsible For Media Coordination 



When confronted with a mon- 
umental task, such as organizing 
Laborfest, the challenge is not 
just to plan well. The best-laid 
plans are of little worth unless 
they are well-cooidinated. 

That's why the city created a 
Labor Day task force in February, 
borrowing seven full-time staff 
members from other city deiMUt- 
ments and setting up a City Hall 
office with extra phones and 
computers. 

"Our job is to communicate 
Laborfest plans with anyone and 
everyone," said Kathy Hevey, a 
reference library coordinator on 
the task force. 

"One of our biggest jobs has 
been fielding citizens' questions," 
she said. "The phones ring non- 
stop. We've had over 700 detailed 
phone calls and letters since 
February; not routine questions 
and concerns which can be re- 
sponded to quickly, but detailed 
inquires." 

Hevey said the nature of the 
phone calls and letters has 
changed since February. 

"At first people asked, 'why 
are we doing this?'" she said. 
"When plans started to take 
shape, we got a lot of angry calls 



about the Red Wing Park plans. 
Once city council approved these 
plans, people started a^ing about 
the details of the plans, and we've 
also responded to many reactions 
to newspaper articles on Labor- 
fesL" 

Hevey said now people are 
calling to ask about the access 
passes. 

The city has issued passes 
which will allow certain cars to 
use the resort area roads, which 
will be closed to general traffic 
during Laborfest. Oceanfront res- 
idents, business employees 
working in the resort area, hotel 
and motel guests, Laborfest pa- 
rade participants, Laborfest 
workers and the media have or 
will be granted these passes. 

Hevey said that due to over- 
whelming number of phone calls, 
callers have been put on hold 
lately. 

"We spend a lot of time telling 
people the rumors they heard 
about Greekfest and Laborfest 
aren't true," said Hevey. "It's 
funny how these rumors sfx^ead." 

Last year's annual Greek let- 
ter/student party in Virginia 
Beach was called Greekfest. But,

Last year's Greekfest was a 
terrifying experience for many 
oceanfront residents, some of 
whom said they plan to stay 
home and "protect" their property 
during this year's Laborfest 

In a random Virginia Beach^ 
Sun telephone survey of 20 
•houses near the Oc.anfront, con- 



ducted late last week, many resi- 
dents said they do not expect 
Laborfest trouble, but they can't 
help but feel some apprehension 
aiboai the iqx»ming weekend. 

"I'm going to stay home for 
(Labor Itey) weekend, in case I 
need to protect my house," said 
Walter Maloney, a 46-year-old 



retailer who lives on Baltic Av- 
enue. "Last year was a scare." 

Last year diuing Greekfest, an 
annual fraternity and sorority 
party attracting mostly black 
college students from across the 
nation, riots broke out and 
masses of black youth were 
bliuned. The city's predominantly 
white police was charged with 
brutality, and city officials were 
accused of poor planning. Beach 
merchants lost goods and dolled 



out dollars to repair their damaged 
store fronts.

"And what did we do to deserve 
all that trouble?" asked N.

3,500 Leukemia Society Volunteers 
Collect Residential Campaign Funds

Beginning in September, 
Leukemia Society of America vol- 
unteers will be marching across 
Virginia Beach in a drive to collect 
fuiids for the society's annual resi- 
dential campaign. 

Since 1969, Virginia Beach 
volunteers have been recruited to go 
door to door, in their assigned 
neighborhoods, seeking contribu- 
tions. There are currently 3,500 
marchers in the Virginia 
Beach/Norfolk area, according to 
Rosalee Baker, state campaign co- 
ordinator. 

Since its founding, the society 
has allocated more than $100 mil- 
lion statewide in research grants and 
service programs. The society sup- 
ports a patient aid program and as- 
sists 425 patients in the state. 
There arc 18 leukemia patients, 
each of whom will receive a maxi- 
mum of $750 from the society, in 
Virginia Beach, Baker said. 

This year's statewide campaign 
goal is $200,000. Baker said ap- 
proximately $7,500 will be raised 
in Virginia Beach/Norfolk. Al- 
though the Virginia chapter is the 
third most successful fund-raiser in 
the country, Virginia Beach is one 
of the weakest donating cities in the 
state, said John Heavener, the Vir- 
ginia chapter's executive directcx'. 

"It's improving year after year, 
with more people becoming aware 
of the society and its programs." 
said Baker. "The majority of the 
people do give. It helps, especially 
if a pCTSon has learned that a mem- 
ber of his family has been diag- 
nosed with leukemia. Sometimes 
people are so busy, they don't slop 
to ihink until it actually hits home. 



or nearby." 

Evoy week, said Heavaier. there 
are 1,500 new cases of leukemia or 
related diseases diagnosed in the 
United States. In 1990, 82,600 new 
leukemia patients will be diag- 
nosed; 46,800 of them will most 
likely die, he said. 

The Leukemia Society deals with 
four different types of diseases: 
leukemia, naultiple myeloma, lym- 
phoma, and Hodgkin's disease. All 
four have one common characteris- 
tic: the abnormal production of 
white blood cells. 

"They're all forms of malignities 
or cancers that have origins in the 
blood or blood tissue," said Heav- 
euCT. 

The abnormal blood cells serve 
no purpose, therefore other parts of 
the body do not form well and the 
body is left open for infection. 

"It's the number one disease 
killer of children and it's the num- 
ber one killer of women under 30 
and men under 35," Heavener said. 
"Every 12 minutes, someone dies 
of leukemia or a related disease." 

Heavener said the cause of 
leukemia has yet to be clearly iden- 
tified. Researchers have found, 
though, that some occupational ex- 
posures to radiation or chemicals 
can cause susce|Hibility to the dis- 
eases. 

'That's why it's sach a devastat- 
ing disease. It just happens," he

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The Roads Break Hampton 
Roads Economic Back7 



The Citizens Action Coalition is a 
six-year-old, non-partisan, 300- 
member civic activist groi^ which 
monitors city government. 

It lodes like Hampton Roads will 
be hit with a$2SO.O0O.O0O-a-yeartax 
increase before too long and it kx^ 
likealion'sshareof it will come from 
Virginia Beach. 

You many not have heard much 
about it because not m uch has been in 
the newspapers or on TV. It's a little 
plan being cooked up by your state 
. senators, in a low key manner, to help 
the Virginia Departmoit of Trans- 
portation (VDOT) out of a rq}orted 
$ 160.000,000 shortfall of transporta- 
tion funds fa- the Hampton Roads 
area. 

Apparently endorsed by the Hampton Roads Chamber of Commerce and the 
Southeastern Planning District, it will not be called a tax; it will be called user 
fees and tolls. These tolls and fees can and will be imposed without any fear of 
adverse voter reaction since they will be imposed by appointed, not elected, 
members of a transportation authority. Our appointed school boards are 
excellent examples of the responsiveness of appointed bodies to the wishes of 
the public. Some might well call this 'Taxation Without Representati(Ni." 

The projects on which the shcntfall needs are based are the Southeastern 
Expressway, $500 million; 1-64 Hampton Roads Bridge Tunnel, $1 billion; 
York River Crossing, $200 million; Midtown tunnel. $1 50 million; Route 168, 
$ 1 20 million and several otho^ of $35 to $75 million. 

It might be of interest to note that some of these projects are the same ones 
upon which former governor Gerald Baliles used to justify his massive tax 
increases for transportation four years ago. Why. then, are these projects still 
not funded? Are they going to be used again and again to raise revenues from 
the already heavily tax burdened public for projects that will never ever get 
built? 

The estimated total cost of these projects is close to $2.25 billion. Widi 
escalating costs, cost overruns, toll collection costs, and maintenance and 
interest on the bonds, the payback cost will be not less than $5 billion. Over the 
20- year life of the bonds, the projects will cost at least $250 million a year. 
Virginia Beach can well look forward to a dollar or more toll on its existing toll 
road forever more. 

And this may just be the start! Who knows what other projects the authority 
might decide to build. Once they have the authority they may decide to build 
sports arenas, museums, a Taj Mahal or any thing else they felt like, and at your 
expense. Once a city agrees to join such an authority they will never be able to 
get out. 

We think diis is a bad idea. There is no way that any city. or. for that matter, 
any group of cities can possibly fund the ccmstruction programs that have 
forced the federal government and the state governments, in the face (^ 
increasing debts and revenue ^(»tfalls, to severely curtail expenditures. Tolls 
and user fees are regressive taxes which will further exacerbate the present 
economic depression already being felt in the area. Governor L. Douglas 
Wilder is correct; if revenues are reduced, then cut spending. We certainly do 
not need yet another level of uncontrolled bureaucracy, with its attendant waste 
of taxpayers' money.

Since we cannot be sure that our 
request will be honored, please attend the hearing in Nev^n News. If one is 
scheduled for Virginia Beach later, plan to attend that one, also. 

We also suggest that you call your senators and delegates to the Virginia 
General Assembly, as well as the members of the Virginia Beach City Council, 
and voice your opposition. Without their sui^xm for the authority, it will 
probably not be approved. We wUI keep an eye on this repressive piece of 
pressed tegisladon and keep you informed. With your suppcMt, we can look 
forward to a future hap/py day without tolls.

During the past year, the citizens of our city have tried to sort out the 
causes and cures for the racial overtones which surfaced (biring the Labor 
Day weekend last year.

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Shore Drive Residents Protest Pool Hall At Panama Hattie's 



It could be that after living 
with Panama Hattie's for years, 
even a pool hall looked good to 
Lynnhaven residents. 

Al Straveullo. chairman of the 
Lynnhaven Civic League, and 
Les Fenlon, chairman of the 
Great Neck Association, both 
gave their blessings to the use 
permit application of Battlefield 
Associates to locate a billiard 
hall in the former location of 
Panama Hattie's at 2941 Shore 
Drive. 

Councilman James W. Brazier. 
Jr.. who happens to be a police 
captain, noted that Panama Hat- 
tie's is what the community 
wants to get away from. He re- 
called that the establishment, 
made extinct by Internal Revenue 
Service problems, was the only 
place where an entire platoon of 
policemen was assigned to work 
on a weekend. 

Alexander Plau, however, is a 
neighbor who is skeptical about 
a new facility, which would in- 
clude a deli, beer and wine along 
with the billiard tables. He |we- 
dicted that after a few weeks 
"they will move the" billiard ta- 
bles out and start a bar and danc- 
ing. Don't let us suffer again." 
he pleaded. 

Howard Sykes. representing 
the applicant, promised no 
dancing and no pinball ma- 
chines. He said that his client 
was purchasing the building for 
S700.000. 

Anyone who sees another 
Panama Hattie's there, said Bra- 
zier, will object to anything 
short of a church. 

Council approved the applica- 
tion unanimously. 

Another application, submitted 
by "RKk-Em" Family Billiards, 
did not fare «> well. 



The application for a use per- 
mit was denied by a vote of 9-1, 
with Councilman William D. 
Sessoms, Jr.. dissenting. 

The applicant wanted a condi- 
tional use permit for a commer- 



cial billiard parlor at 4640 Shore 
Drive. The facility was described 
as a family billiards and enter- 
tainment center, but Bayside 
Borough Councilman Louis R. 
Jones said that it did not sound 



like a faiiiily center to him. 

The establishment planned to 
serve mixed drinks as well as 
beer and wine and would remain 
open until 2 a.m. Jones said 
that tiit use would back up to 



condos. and. if nothing else, 
would be a noise problem. He 
said that the establishment would 
not be for families, but for the 
military. 
Tom Pendenirass, president of 



the North Beach Condominium 
/Homeowners Association, op- 
posed the application. He said 
that he could not find another 
use of this type that close to a 
residential neighborhood. 



Regional Transportation Authority Up To Residents 
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The proposal to establish a 
regional transportation authority 
centers on whether localities 
want* the General Assembly to 
address its transportation short- 
fall problems, or whether the lo- 
calities in Hampton Roads want 
to address their own problems. 

Dwight Farmer, chief trans- 
portation engineer for the 
Hampton Roads Planning 
District Commission, told 
Virginia Beach City Council at a 
recent work session that the 
commission has not endorsed the 
authority, but. rather, studing the 
proposal. 

As a result, the Senate Joint 
Resolution 94 Study Committee 
has looked at the proposal pre- 
sented as an alternative to part 
of the state's transportation pro- 
gram. 

New approaches have been in- 
stigated, by the State's annual 
shortfall, for Hampton Roads 
transportation needs of $160 
million and the absence of fed- 
eral funds for transportation fot 
the next four to six years. 

The proposed federal policy 
calls for a "partnership with state 
and local governments." which 
Farmer said means more local 
funding. 

The authority as now envi- 
sioned would be composed of the 



Hampton Roads jurisdictions, 
with each jurisdiction having 
two members on the governing 
body. The authority would be 
empowered to fix charges, collect 
tolls, borrow money and to build 
roads, although it would also 
have the authority develop mass 
transit. 

Projects would require a two- 
thirds majority vote for ap- 
proval, and also the approval of 
the locality in which a project 
will be located will be necessary, 
to bring the project on line. 

Farmer said that no locality 
would have a project forced on 
them. 

Fanner said that eminent do- 
main is not addressed in the en- 
abling legislation, but that he 
did not suppose the authority 
would have it 

Authority members would be 
designated by the respective 
councils, Farmer said. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
asked what the authority could do 
that the Virginia Dei^rtment of 
Transportation can't do. She 
said that it would just create 
another level of bureaucracy. 
She also does not like the idea 
of every locality, no matter the 
size, getting two votes. 

Fvmer said that the authority s 
i^vant^ would be thai k would 



address the area's specific needs, 
while VDOT's approach would be 
state-wide.

City personnel will take over 
highway ^Iministration and con- 
struction inspection functions 
now performed by the Sverdrup 
Corporation, a construction 
management engineering firm. 

City council, however, re- 
newed the Sverdrup C«p«ation's 
contract for 90 more days to 
allow for the transition. The 
cost, said City Enginew A. R. 
Shaw, should be no more than 
$300,000. 

City suff reports indicating

Double Trouble? 

Mothers Of Twins Share Their Thoughts On The 
Ups And Downs Of Raising Twins; Moms Often 
Lean On Each Other For Support

Jan Kelley's day begins early. 
When she doesn't have an exer- 
cise class, she spends het mom- 
ipgs at the zoo. visiting friends 
or running errands. 

Sounds like an average morn- 
ing, doesn't it? But, Kelley's are a 
little more hectic than most 
mothers' because her children are 
with her every step of the way. 

And Kelley has twins. 

"1 find it hard to stay home 
with them all day," said Kelley, a 
College Park resident 

Once the morning rituals are 
over, Kelley prepares lunch, 
which she said she has to wolf 
down in order to assist Daniel and 
Lauren, her almost two-year-old 
twins. Next comes play time and 
then it's down for a much needed 
nap. 

When Kelley's husband arrives 
home at 6 p.m., he takes over the 
woikload and lets his wife relax. 

"It's a busy day. We just col- 
lapse on the coach at 9 p.m. 
when they go to bed," she said. 

The Kelleys are ju$t one of 
many couples who are blessed 
with two babies instead of one. 
Virginia Beach General Hospital, 
for example, reports that 33 sets 
of twins were delivered last year, 
averaging two to three sets per 
month, except in July, which 
produced seven sets of twins. 

Some couples learn ahead of 
time that they're having twins. 
Some choose not to know. And 
sometimes the doctors just can't 
tell, as was the case with Kalhy 
Girdler. Tidewater Mothers of 
Twins Club president, and her 
husband, Jeftey. 

The club's annual picnic will 
be held on Sunday, Sept. 9 at 
3:30 p.m. at ftincess Anne Park. 

"We didn't know until after the 
first one was bom. Handling one 
baby is bad enough. It's a shock. 
It's a little m^e than what you 
anticipate," said Girdler, mother 
of three-year-old twins, Joshua 
and Benjamin. 

Kelley, who is expecting an- 
other child in October, knew 
early on that she would give 

birth to twins. She said she was 
"terrified" 

"I found out at 12 weeks. They 
did an ultrasound on me and 
'surprise!'" she said. "I cried. You 
thiidc, 'how can 1 handle two ba- 
bies at once?' After that, we got 
realistic. But, it's scary." 

Girdler, a Salem Village resi- 
dent, said she found that the first 
year with twins is the most diffi- 
cult Feeding time wasn't easy, 
said Girdler. who nursed her ba- 
bies. Carrying two of everything 



was also no bowl of cherries, she 
said. 

"It's double everything." she 
said. 

Girdler. who has a total of five 
children, four of them boys, said 
once the twins began walking, it 
became easier to care for them. 
The tow-headed toddlers, who 
look identical, are growing and 
learning at the same rate, she 
said. 

"We think they're identical. 
They have their own bond, their 
own language. They communi- 
cate with each other." said 
Girdler. who has no history of 
twins in her family. 

Kelley's twins, on the other 
hand, are fraternal. She said her 
son looks like her husband and 
her daughter resembles her. 

'They act alike, but sometimes 
I wonder if it's only because 
they're 20 month old twins." said 
Kelley. who added that the twins' 
behavior changes often. 

The Girdler twins are close, 
but often they have different per- 
sonalities. Ben has more of a 
temper and flies off the handle 
easily, and Josh is more easy go- 
ing, the "baby" of the family, 
said their mother. 

"They don't like to be sepa- 
rated. They like to stay together," 
she said. "They have to be able to 
get along with each other." 

Kelley said her twins may have 
a certain bond, but she doesn't 
know because she has no other 
children to compare them to. The 
Kelleys often spend time with the 

children separately, so they're not 
always together. 

"Theyll have each other when 
the baby comes." said Kelley. 

Although Kelley and Girdler 
have expoienced some difficulties 
in raising the twins, both have 
had a shoulder to lean on when 
the going got tough. Kelley is 
also a member of the Tidewater 
Mothers of Twins Club, a na- 
tional organization that has 
served the area for 22 years. 

Girdler, club president, said the 
76-member club was started as a 
philanthropic organization as 
well as for research and support 

"Our purpose is to brojden the 
understanding of those aspects of 
child development and rearing, 
which relate especially to multi- 
ples, through the interchange of 
information between parents, ed- 
ucators, doctors and others with 
direct interest and apfropriate ex- 
perience," she said. 

The club, which consists of 
members from Virginia Beach. 
Norfdk and Chesa4)eake. meets at 
Humana Bayside Hospital once a 
month. Many of the club's 
members are in the military, like

"We open it up. too. to parents 
with more than twins. One girl 
has triplets." said Girdler. 
'There's still more out there to 
reach." 

Kelley, who has lived in the 
area for about 18 months, said 
the group has helped her im- 



mensely. She said she has made 
many close friends whose chil- 
dren are the same age as ho' own. 

Club members give each oth^ 
advice and Irclpful tips, talk about 
problems and plan parties and 
picnics. 

"I would recommend it to any- 
body who has twins," said Kel- 
ley. "It really is a lot of help." 
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"The City's Been Very Good To Me" 

Pavilion's Assistant Convention Center Manager Courtney Dyer Began Bool<ing Special Events As 
A Teen; Ten Years Later, He's Still At It

Courtney Dyer had no idea as a 
teenager that his i»rt-time job at 
the Virginia Beach Dome would 
be the start of a promising casca. 
Dyer, assistant convention 
center manager at the Pavilion, 
began his tenure with tte city in 
1972 at the Dome snack \m. He 
was promoted to events supervi- 
sor during his senior year at First 
Colonial High School. 

While attending Old Dominion 
University, I>ycr woriMd nights 
and wedcends at the Dome until 
he graduated in 1980. That same 
year, the Dcpartmait of Conven- 
tion and Visitor Development, 
then part of the Department of 
Economic Development, moved 
into the Pavilion. 

"I was doing this on a flexible 
schedule. I just kind of stuck 
with this. The city's been very 
good to me," the Red Mill Farms 
resident said. 

In the early '80s, Dyer was 
still events supervisor, acting as 
a liaison between the groups that 
rented the facility for special 
events. 

"Now, 1 handle a tot of book- 
ings for the building. Most of 
my job is setting up and coordi- 
nating most of the events here," 
he said. 

Dyw said he handled about 697 
events last year at both the 
Pavilion and the Dome, including 
the annual Hit w Miss Tent Sale, 
the Custom Auto Show, the 
Mid- Atlanuc* Sports and Boat 
Show and various parties and 
meetings. He is also in charge of 
the city's three parking lots. 
"This is all I've ever known," 



he said. "There's a big variety of 
events here. You deal with a 
variety of people from all walks 
of life. People put a lot on the 
line when they hold an event 
here. I dm't like to let people 
down." 

When Dyer's not planning a 
Pavilion event, he is also a Vir- 
ginia Beach Rescue Squad volun- 
teer. He joined in 1981, he said, 
as "my return to the commu- 
nity." He said he spends about 16 
hours a week with the squad. He 
is currently and emergency medi- 
cal technician, which involves 
work in a field that he would like 
to pursue furtho", he said.

"We've also had some unosing 
calls," said Hevey. "Some ocean- 
firont residents are actually in- 
ning on moving during Labor 
Day weekend. They call up 
wanting to know if they'll be 
able to do this." 

For the most part, though, the 
task fcHce is engaged in very im- 
pcMiant work. It is responsible for 
seeing that city departments take 
outlined plans given to them by 
the city's Laborfest Community 
Coordinating Committee, and 
create actual plans for action from 
these outlines, Hevey said. 

"We make sure traffic man- 
agement, emergency medical 
crews, police and fire departments 
come up with opo^tional plans," 
she said 

The Labor Day Coordinating 
Committee, the 90-member citi- 
j zens group doing the actual Labor 
r Day planning, doesn't interact di- 
rectly with city departments on a 
consistent basis, said Hevey. 
' "It is our job to do that, to see 
that the committee's plans are 
undKStood and applied," she said. 



The task force has also kept 
busy organizing and distributing 
Labwfest passes, readying color- 
coded T-diirto for volunteers who 
will be working during the 
weekend, coordinating Li^rfest 
newslettors and communicating 
widi the media. 

Hevey said the city has wwked 
extra hard to let the media know 
what an impact Laborfest cover- 
age will have on Virginia Beach. 

**We feel, overall, that tte me- 
dia gave a false perception of La- 
bor E^y weekend last yev." she 

said. "We've been telling the me- 
dia this year how important it is 
fw the city that their coverage 
accurately reflect what goes on 
during LabOTfest We d(Mi't want 
to control them, but we would 
h(q)e that they would be espe- 
cially careful to be fair and accu- 
rate tiiis year." 

Hevey said that she thinks, if 
anything, "the media will be 
bmed this year." 

She said she also thinks, "if 
anything, the city is overprepared 
for Laborfest. 

"Anyone who has not been in- 
volved can't conceive of the 



amount of forethought and plan- 
ning that has gone into this," ^ 
said. 

And it all started immediately 
after last year's Greekfest, she 
said. 

"The Labor Day Review 
Commission, comprised of about 
12 black and white Virginia 
Beach leaders, fanned on its own 
to review 1989's Greekfest," she 
said. "From that conunission, the 
community coordinating com- 
mittee was formed. It's a city-ap- 
pointed group of diverse citizens, 
from college students to busi- 
nessmen to politically active res- 
idents. At first there were 36 
members. Now there are 73. 

"Iliis committee came up with 
the idea for a task force," she 
said. 

The American Heritage 
Dictionary defines "task force" as 
a "tempnary grouping of fwces 
and resources organized for 
achieving a specific goal. 

"The task force was designed to 
coordinate the various (sub-) 
conunittees' plans and communi- 
cate widi the city," Hevey said. 
"Originally there were just four 
on our staff, but in about two 



weeks, we realized that wouldn't 
be enough. 

"We're doing something that 
has never been done before." she 
said. "The whole city is. We're 
treading out into new territory 
and it's exciting and exhausting." 

Hevey said she has enjoyed 
being part of the city's Laborfest 
planning effwt, because "it's in- 
vigorating to be working with 
diverse people toward a common 
goal . . . I've learned a 1(H." 

ifevey said she also has worked 
harder "than possibly ever before 
in my life." She said she and 
other city employees, despite re- 
ceiving their usual salaries, have 
put in many overtime hours. 

"We attend night meetings, we 
woric late. We do whatever extra 
needs to be done," said Hevey. 

But, Hevey said, she and others 
are not complaining. 

"We're trying to bolster the 
city. It needs it. People realize 
that effort put in now is very 
crucial," she said. 

Hevey said that on September 
IS, she and otiiers on die task 
force will go back "to business as 
usual."

Leukemia patients are prone to 
colds, bruising, recurring infec- 
tions, swelling of the lymph 
glands, weight loss, anemia, night 
sweats and overall weakness. A 
blood test will indicate whether 
leukemia is present in the body, 
Heaveno- said. 

There are several forhis of treat- 
ment for leukemia and related dis- 
eases, including bone marrow 
transplants, radiation or chemother- 
apy. The bone marrow transplants, 
Heavener said, are successful, but a 
person's body may reject die trans- 
plant. Most leukemia patients, he 
said, undergo chemotherapy or radi- 
tion treatments, sometimes botii. 

"If we could increase our research 
funding, we could possibly Hnd a 
cure," he said. "We diink it's a good 
chance tiiat by tiie year 2000. we'll 
be able to cure leaukemia of all 
types." 

Leukemia is not always fatal, 
Heavener said, as it was 20 years 
ago. Today, tiiere is a 90 percent 
cure rate for Hodgkin's disease, and 



die country's 220 leukemia-related 
disease researchers arc making im- 
provements every day. he said. 

'Today, because of our research 
and die doctors we're turning out of 
med school, we're saving 60 to 70 
percent of die children," said Heav- 
ener. 

If a child is diagnosed as having 
die disease at an earl^.age, Heavener 
said he may go dirough three years 
of chemotherapy and be "cured." 
which means tiiere are no longer 
any signs of leukemia in his body. 
But, unfortunately, the chance of a 
relapse, aldiough it is slim, is still 
present, 

"We were afraid to use die word 
'cured' until two years ago." Heav- 
ener said. 

The residential campaign is just 
one of many fund drives that die 
society holds each year. Witii tiiose 
funds, more research can be done to 
find a cure sooner, Heavener said. 

"We hope people will open tiieir 
hearts and really participate in the 
campaign," he said.

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September. The city has long proclaimed that its programs, activities and 
employment opportunities are available to all people regardless of race, 
color, religion, sex, age, national origin, handicapped status or political 
affiliation. It appears that the city has made a good faith endeavor to carry 
out this policy, not only in its hiring practices, but also in its dedication 
to correct past problems. 

Labor Day weekend 1990 will determine whether these efforts have been 
effective and whethw the extensive planning, akmg with the expendittire of 
time, energy and money, has addressed the vital problems. The city and its 
special committee have made an extraordinary effort to restore the city's 
good image. People of good will - blacks and whites - have come together 
to resolve a problem that is not confined to our city. 

Earli^ this month, our newspapers reported two cases involving race re- 
lations. One was the Marion Barry trial, which has left a bitter after-taste. 
Some contend Barry would not have been on trial had he been white. In a 
recent Newsweek article, Roger Simon of The Baltimore Sun wrote, 
"Marion Barry figured out early that his uial wasn't about drugs. It was 
about race." 

Black columnist William Raspberry agreed and called on Barry to apolo- 
gize for the shame he has caused the city and the nation. He continued, "It 
pains me to hear black youngsters say with such obvious conviction that 
he was prosecuted only because he was black . . . They believe, because 
Barry has encouraged them to believe, that the prosecution of any black 
official is per s6, racial persecution." 

On the verdict in the Barry trial, which has become almost as controver- 
sial as the trial itself, Patrick Buchanan wrote, "Loyalty to race siqjersedes 
any commiunent to right and wrong, truth or justice . . . Racial entitle- 
ments - black set-asides in contracts, affirmative action and quotas - has 
only deq)ened racial hostility and moved us further from the ideal of color- 
blind justice, where men are judged not on 'the color of their skin, but the 
content of their character.'" 

' The other controversial case has been called "hypocritical reverse 
racism," which would not have happened had the actor not been white! 
This was the decision by Acibrs' Equity to deny the actor the right to play 
a lead in the hit musical Miss Saigon, a show which ironically deals with 
racial prejudice. 

Black columnist Clarence Page wrote, "Because theater is an art of illu- 
sion, all performers should be judged by no standard othw than by how 
well they can create and preserve the illusion." Although the Union's deci- 
sion was reversed, after 600 members of it expressed their outrage by 
signing a pedtion, damage to race relations had been done. 

No matter how Laborfest '90 turns out, the citizens of our city and of 
the Hampton Roads area have recognized that racism is an evil against any 
race. Perhaps they have formed a basis fw bettw race relations in the fu- 
ture. 

As Roger Simon concluded, "Today one hopes that those ... who are 
so passionately divided might some day dream together of an America 
where skin color does not make one a target, but neither does it shield one 
ftom judgment"

Office Of Environmental Management Is Far-Reaching

The Office of Environmental 
Management is the new kid on the 
block among city agencies, but it 
already gives indications of becom- 
ing one of the most far-reaching in 
the city. 

So far, said director H. Clayton 
Bernick III, 90 percent of the of- 
fice's efforts have been poured into 
the city's Chesapeake Bay 
Preservation Program. 

Mary Morris, environmental 
programs coordinator, has chaired a 
20-member committee of city staff 
members in a ten-month effort to 
meet state regulations. After than, 
Bemick told city council at a work 
session, the office plans to expand 
into other environmental areas. 

What will be needed are more 
personnel • the office has only three 
members - and more money. Ber- 
nick said that additional funds 
would have to come from grants 
and perhaps the redirection of city 
resource. 

Among the $135,000 in grants 
secured so far by the office is a 
$25,000 grant from the State to 
hire a full -lime staff person lo help 
administer the Chesapeake Bay 
ft-escrvation Progr^n. Tlie city will 
have to match the grant with an- 



other $25,000, but not all in cash. 
Some of the matching funds will be 
made up by other city services. 

The employee, who will be an 
environmental information coordi- 
nate, is expected to be on board in 
November. The duties of the new 
member, in time, will extend to 
other environmental is«ies. 

The complexity of environmental 
regulations will raise questions 
among citizens, which the office 
plans to answer with an environ- 
mental hotline. The service pro- 
posed by Bemick would be avail- 
able on a 24-hour, seven days a 
week basis, using the office's voice 
mail telephone number, which has 
received little use since it was in- 
stalled in A|Hil. 

The phone line would be un- 
manned and allow citizens to leave 
recotled messages for office staff or 
other city staff members lo follow- 
up during normal working houi^. 

Plans are for the service to go 
into effect in October.

The local program, Bemick said, 
will meet minimum state require- 
ments and leaves little room for 
flexibility. The law and reguUttions 
require local governments in Tide- 
water to regulate development on 
lands important to protecting wato^ 
quality. Sept. 20 is the deadUne for 
adoption of the local programs. 

State regulations call for a 75 
pctceni sediment reduction and a 40 
percent nutrient reducticMi for each 
lot, through the establishment of 



buffer areas and the submittal ol 
detailed site plans for development 
review approval. 

An appeal process is provided. 
The locial ordinance proposes thai 
council appoint a five-member ap- 
pellate board to hear such appeal 
requests. 

In reply to a question from 
Councilman James W. Brazier Jr.. 
Bonick said that one of the signifi- 
cant C(»ts will be legal costs which 
the State has not offoed to offset
